Proposal Would Let 
Agency Control Traffic 
and Allow It to Provide 
Service in County and 


Elsewhere.

The proposed city charter 
amendment ordinance for a non- 
political St. Louis Transit and 
Traffic Authority, made public 
last night by the Mayor’s Transit 
Ownership Committee, would set 


up the authority as a purely mu- 
nicipal agency. It would act in- 
dependently, but be an arm of 
the city government. 

It would permit furnishing mass 
transportatign service anywhere 
in St. Louis or St. Louis county, 
and, if requested by the authority, 
a city ordinance could permit 
operations elsewhere. 

The icommittee had in mind the 
possibility that service might be 
extended to the Illinois portion of 
the metropolitan district. Its de- 
liberations were based, however, 
on the idea that extensive subur- 
ban service in St. Louis was not 
likely to be undertaken. 

The proposed authority could 
either acquire existing transit 
facilities, notably those of St. 
Louis Public Service Co., or estab- 
lish its own. 

Bond Issue Necessary. 

Its basic capital for the initial 
investment would be derived al- 
most certainly from reyenue 
bonds. The people of the city 
would have the opportunity to 
pass on the specific deal for pur- 
chase or establishment of facili- 
ties, because the bond issue would 
be submitted to the voters. A 
four-sevenths majority of those 
voting would be required for 
passage of the bonds. 

An earlier opportunity for pub- 
lic expression on public transit 
ownership would arise in passing 
on the charter amendment. A 
three-fifths majority of thase vot- 
ing would be required for ap- 
proval of the amendment, in event 
the Board of Aldermen enacts the 
ordinance for submission to the 
voters. 

The city authority would regu- 
late fares and service of its own 
transit system, which would not 
be subject to state regulatory 
jurisdiction. 

It would have broad powers to 
regulate traffic and parking in 
the city, subject to veto in some 
fields by the Board of Aldermen. 
This important concurrent phase 
of the authority’s powers: was 
proposed in recognition of the 
close inter-relationship oi traffic 
movement and speedy operation 
of mass transportation vehicles. 

City officials intend to submit 
the ordinance to the Board of 
Aldermen next Friday. The 
board likely will conduct public 
hearings on the measure. In gen- 
eral, members of the board have 
adopted a “wait and see” attitude 
about the proposal, but some have 
questioned whether the _ board 
would be willing to yield juris- 
diction over traffic. 

Committee to Continue. 

Samuel H. Liberman, lawyer, 
chairman of the mayor’s commit- 
tee, said it would continue in ex- 
istence, with the expectation of 
negotiating with Public Service 
Co. as to possible price and terms 
for purchase of its property. 

Liberman told the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday that knowledge of 
the possibilities in this connection 
should prove useful to voters in

Holloran, Democratic national 
committeeman for Missouri; Don- 
ald Gunn, former United States 
Internal Revenue collector; Vin- 
cent T. MeMahon, south side 
automobile dealer; Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter and Coroner 
Patrick J. Taylor. 


Hennings Mentioned. 


Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. also has been suggested by 
some leaders, who think he would 
make a strong candidate because 
he would be acceptable to all 
party factions and: appeal to in- 
dependent voters. They admit, 
however, that it probably would 
be difficult to induce Hennings to 
give up the next four years of his 


Senate term for a chance to take 


over the No. 1 job at City Hall. 


Mayor Darst is in St. Mary’s 
Hospital, recuperating from his 
fourth attack since he was taken 
ill last summer with virus pneu- 
monia. He has not announced 
whether he would be a candidate 
for re-election, but his friends 
report it is unlikely. 

Callanan the Big Question. 

The big question facing Demo- 
cratic leaders is whether Sheriff 
Thomas F. Callanan and the rem- 
nants of his once-influential fac- 
tion will attempt a political come- 


back next March, after suffering | 


a smashing defeat in the Aug. 5 
primary. 

Darst and the leaders of the 
Callanan group have been .at 
odds for some time. Party heads 
are of the opinion that if Darst 
unexpectedly seeks another term 
the Callanan group is certain to 
run a candidate against him and 
set off a renewal of the bitter 
party strife that marked the pri- 
mary campaign this year. 

The Callanan group is keeping 
its plans to itself‘at this time. 


More for Tucker. 

It is reported that a move to 
form a citizens’ committee to 
sponsor Tucker’s candidacy is be- 
ing considered: Tucker, a pro- 
fessor in the Washington Univer- 
sity engineering school, is widely

Incomes of St. Louis Doctors 
Second Highest in Large Cities 


Doctors in St. Louis and Cleve- 
land make more money than phy- 
sicians in all the other large 
cities, according to a survey made 
public yesterday by Medical Eco- 
nomics. 

The business magazine for doc- 
tors, which sent questionnaires to 
its 134,000 M.D. readers, said the 
answers indicated that St. Louis 
physicians in 1951 had a median 
net income, before’ taxes, of $15,- 
000. Among the 10 largest cities 
only Cleveland, with $15,600, 
placed higher. National median is 
$13,150, showing that doctors are 
better off now than ever before. 

The median income (level at 
which the number making. more 
eguals the number earning less) 


in other cities: Chicago, $14.000; 
Detroit, $13,500; Washington, 
$12,794; Los Angeles, $12,500; 
Baltimore, $11,100; Boston, $10,- 
500: Philadelphia, $10,400; New 
York, $10,000. 

Doctors’ incomes tend to be 
highest in cities of 50,000 to 500,- 
000 population, lowest in cities of 
more than 1,000,000, the magazine 
reported in its Decemrber issue, 

The farther west the practice, 
the higher the physicians’ income 
is likely to be. On a regional 
basis, New England and the Cen- 
tral East report the lowest net in- 
comes—respectively $12,158 and 
$12.938—and the Far West the 
highest with $17,900. In between 
is the Central region with $16,928.

‘Political Expediency’ 
— Wage Controls in 
Danger of Collapse.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
The Wage Stabilization Board was 
paralyzed today by the resignation 
of all seven of its industry mem- 
bers in protest against President 
Truman’s overruling of the board 
in the coal wage case. 

The industry members charged 
in a letter of resignation that 
Truman’s allowing the miners 
their full negotiated increase of 


$1.90 a day was based on “political 
expediency.” . They ~-accused the 
President of “perpetration of a 
fraud upon the American people.” 

Asserting the wage decision ex- 
tended “special privilege” to John 
L. Lewis’s United Mine Workers 
and made “second class citizens 
of all others,” the industry mem- 
bers -declared: 

“As American citizens we can- 


inot subscribe to the theory that 
‘this sovereign government should 
sacrifice the public interest to in- 
dustrial hooliganism.” | 

The WSB had voted te hold 
the miners’ pay increase to $1.50, 
on the ground that more would 
“irreparably damage” the entire 
anti-inflation program. In over- 
ruling the board, Truman said 
its action would lead to a coal 
strike and confront the Eisen- 
hower administration with a na- 
tional emergency on its first day 
in office. 

Collapse Threatened. 

The President’s decision and 
WSB reaction puts the ,Govern- 
ment’s whole wage control pro- 
gram in danger of collapse. 

Unless the President can find 
replacements for vacant industry 
chairs on the national and re- 
gional wage beards the wage pro- 
gram may die. Economic Stabi- 
lizer Roger Putman does have 
legal power to administer a wage 
program, but the job would be 
almost impossibie without a board. 

Putnam called the resignation 
“foolish.” 

“I am disappointed that these 
men feel they must resign,” he 
said in a statement. “It seems to 
me that their action is foolish. 
Like them, I disagree with the 
decision in the coal wage case but 
I feel that there is still a stabili- 
zation job to-be done. 

“Their resignations will make 
things a little harder but we will 
manage to do the job Congress 
gave us to do.” 

Putnam said his own resigna- 
tion, announced shortly after the 
Nov. 4 election, would probably 
be effective Jan. 1, 1953. 

Putnam’s office said that single 
administrators could be appointed 
to replace all regional boards, if 
their industry members walk out 
too, as they already have in Chi- 
cago and Boston. 

Replacements Possible. 

Charles C. Killingsworth, the 
new WSB chairman, telephoned 
Truman as soon as he learned of 
the industry members’ resigna- 
tions. He told reporters he did 
not “rule out” the possibility of 
replacements. 

Killingsworth has been in the 
job only two days. He succeeded 
Archibald Cox, who quit as chair- 
man a few hours after Truman’s 
coal case decision. 

Even if replacements are found, 
it appeared doubtful how the 
business world would receive 
them. The resigning industry 
members said Truman’s reversal 
makes the board “a futile, ridicu- 
lous and useless agency.” 

Even if the wage control pro- 
gram does continue in some form, 
organized labor officials said the 
coal decision would: make it al- 
most impossible to keep some 
unions from calling protest strikes 
against delays in granting wage 
petitions. The board has a back- 
log of 12,000 cases now, some of 
Which have been pending for 
months. 

These officials said, too, that 
unions that have accepted cut- 
backs voluntarily were “‘up in 
arms and busting blood vegsels” 
at the ease with which Lewis's

Berkermeyer’s doe weighed 
about 160 pounds. Its antlers 
were farther forward on its head 
than those usually carried by a 
buck, it was reported. 

The albino buck was shot by 
Harvey D. Parrish, 7067 Arcadia 
avenue, University City. He 
bagged the white-bodied animal 
Friday near Dillard, Crawford 
county. Parrish’s deer, the first 
he ever shot, weighed about 100 
pounds. : 

A total of 7500 deer were killed 
in the three-day season compared 
with 5500 last year. Five men 
were killed in hunting gccidenis. 


WAR IN ANY. WAY 


Attitude Expected to Be 
One Purpose of Consul- 
tations Between Eisen- 
hower and Dulles on 
Cruiser Helena.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
America’s allies in the Korean 
war were authoritatively de- 
scribed today as strongly opposed 
to any military action which 
would enlarge the conflict even 
within the borders of Korea. 

A report on the allies’ attitude, 
and on otiier international prob- 
lems involved in trying to work 
out a new Korean strategy, is 
believed to be one of the major 
purposes of the forthcoming con- 
sultations between President-elect 
Eisenhower and John Foster Dul- 
les, who is to be the new Secre- 
tary of State. 

Dispatches from the _ cruiser 
Helena, carrying Eisenhower 
home from Korea, said today 
Dulles will board the ship Mon- 
day when it reaches Wake Island. 

Dulles Thoroughly Briefed. 


Dulles was in Washington Tues- 
day and Wednesday. He con- 
ferred with top foreign policy 
officials and discussed, among 
other questions, the Korean situ- 
ation. Persons he conferred with, 
notably Under Secretary of State 
David Bruce, Assistant Secretary 
John Allison and Deputy Under 
Secretary H. Freeman Mathews, 
are all fully informed on the 
problems of handling over-all 
Korean policy in consultation with 
the other governments’ which 
have forces fighting there. 


Eisenhower, at his news con- 
ference yesterday, emphasized the 
“many limitations on a war of 
this kind.” Foreign capitals dis- 
played: relief that he had not, as 
some governments feared, indi- 
cated any immediate steps for 
drastic action. But what he even- 
tually proposes seems certain to 
encounter initial allied opposition 
if it calls for a radical departure 
from present policy. 


As experts here see the situa- 
tion now, the President-elect: had 
two policy concerns ir making 
his trip to Korea, quite aside 
from whatever significance might 
be attached to the fact that he 
first suggested it in the middle 
of his campaign for the presi- 
dency. 


World Balance Disturbed. e 


First, Eisenhower made clear 
in’ his speeches that he wanted 
to find out whether there was 
not some way to stop American 
forces from fighting the enemy’s 
“second team.” Many United 
States military men other than 
the President-elect have long 
thought that in terms of over-all 
strategy it was bad business to 
have several American divisions 
tied up in Korea because in 
world power relationships it is 
American force that counter- 
baiances Russian force. 


Eisenhower may solve this 
problem, at least in part, by or- 
dering a big expansion in the 
program for training South Ko- 
rean troops. Such a move would 
not of itself bring objections 
from nations like Britain and 
France which are allies in the 
Korean fight. .But it seems cer- 
tair¥ that they will object to any 
cutback in the flow of United 
States weapons to Western Eu- 
rope in order to provide weapons 
faster for South Korean forces. 


Eisenhower’s second concern 
was to seek ideas which would 
help him to work out a plan 
that, as he said yesterday, “would 
bring a positive and definite vic- 
tory without possibly running the 
grave risk of enlarging the war.” 

Offensive Advocated. 


It is understood by informed 
persons here that the General re- 
ceived a firm recommendation 
from some of the commanders in 
Korea. including Gen. James A. 
Van Fleet, that the best way to 
end the war would be to crush 
enemy military power by launch- 
ing a full-scale offensive into 
North. Korea. 

The belief here is that allied 
governments will object with all 
their power to any such under- 
taking. It is said they have made 
clear in consultation with Amer- 
ican officials in the past that 
they would much prefer to see

PUT AT $56,000; OTHER TRIP

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP), 
HO is paying for Presi- 
W denht-elect Eisenhower's 
trip to Korea and how 
much? 

That question was put today 
to Eisenhower’s headquarters 
in New York, the Pentagon 
and the Republican National 
Committee with these results: 

Eisenhower headq uarters: 


There is nobody here in a posi- 
tion to say. 


The Pentagon: Ask Eisen- 
hower’s headquarters. 


The Republican committee: 
Ask the military. 


There was one inkling of at 
least part of the cost. The Air 
Force said it costs $500 an 
hour to fly a Constellation. 
Two of that type were used on 
the Eisenhower trip. The 
planes took about 47 hours for 
the flight to Korea and about 
nine hours on the return to 
Guam. That would represent 
about $56,000 in operating 
costs. 


As for the cruiser Helena, on 
which Eisenhower is making 
the trip from Guam to Hawaii, 
the Navy takes the position 
the position the vessel would 
be operating: any way and 
therefore there is no additional 
cost.

SEOUL, Dec. 6—President-elect Eisenhower spent 72 hours and 
one minute in Korea, His time was spent equally, a day and one 
half to each, between conferences with the senior commanders and 
staff, and in visits and briefings at the front .At the Bens he saw 
two American divisions, the British Commonwealth Division, and 
took a ‘parade by representatives of all the United Nations forces 


“We came over to learn,” he 
said. “‘We have no panaceas, no 
trick ways of settling any prob- 
lems. We came over to get a 
grasp of the feeling in this part 
of the world—a look at the situ- 


j ation and better understanding of 


any factors that will be impor- 
tant.” 

A brief visit is better than 
none, particularly so in the case 
of Eisenhower. His military ex- 
perience enables him to gain the 
feel of a military situation very 
rapidly where an untutored ob- 
server might be only confused. A 
look at the ground, terrain’ in 
military language, means a lot to 
an experienced soldier. And be- 
sides, he was able to get a first- 
hand report, from the point of 
view of the smaller units, from 
his son, Maj. John Eisenhower. 

Talks With Commanders. 

His visits to the troops were 
part of the obligations of this 
trip. More important, by far, 
were the conference with Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, Far East com- 
mander: Adm. Arthur W. Radford, 
commander in chief, Pacific fleet; 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet, Eighth 
Army commander in Korea; Maj. 
Gen. William C. Chase from For- 
mosa, and Maj. Gen. Cornelius E. 
Ryan, who is doing such a superb 
job training South Korean troops. 

Charles E. Wilson, Secretary of 
Defense-designate, came along for 
familiarization, since military op- 
erations in Korea will be one of 
his responsibilities. 

Wilson is learning. At the 
training demonstration by the Re- 
public of Korea Capital Division, 
when tracer bullets were being 
fired, he asked: “What are those 
funny little red balls?”

Eisenhower unquestionably 
sought for'ways to break the pres- 
ent stalemate.

| (AP)—President-elect Eisenhower 


will meet with five members of 
his new Cabinet and other staff 
members aboard this heavy cruis- 
er tomorrow for a series of con- 
ferences dealing with the Korean 
war and Far East policy. 

The Helena cut through rough 
seas today for a rendezvous at 
Wake Island Monday with John 
Foster Dulles, Eisenhower's 
choice for Setretary of State, 
and others summoned to join in 
the mid-Pacific talks. 
Eisenhower is returning from a 


three-day tour of the Korean war 
theater which carried out his 
campaign promise to the Ameri- 
can people to seek there an ap- 
proach to honorable peace. 

Others To Join Party. 
The President-elect’s press sec- 
retary, James Hagerty, announced 
that the Helena also will pick up 
at Wake Gov, Douglas McKay of 
Oregon, who is to be Secretary 
of Interior, and George M. 
Humphrey, sel for Secretary 
of Treasury. ady aboard the 
Helena are Charles E. Wilson and 
Herbert Brownell, designated as 
Secretary of Defense and Attor- 
ney General respectively. 
Also joining the Eisenhower 
party at Wake will be Gen. Lu- 
cius Clay, one of the President- 
elect’s closest friends and ad- 
visers; Joseph W. Dodge, who 
often is mentioned as Eisen- 
hower’s choice as budget director; 
Emmet J. Hughes of Time maga- 
zine and C, D. Jackson, publisher 
of Fortune, who are to be on 
Eisenhower's White House staff. 
The Helena moved eastward at 
27 knots in heavy seas after hav- 
ing picked up Eisenhower at 
Guam yesterday. A severe trop- 
ical storm that bas been build- 
ing up between Wake and Guam 
appeared to be moderating. 
Weather planes which flew from 
the two islands to check the 
storm reported it was blowing it- 
self out. Ship’s officers said the 
Helena would not change course. 
”“ General Takes It Easy. 
Eisenhower took things easy 
Saturday. His quarters were 
equipped with a living room, din- 
ing room and bedroom—all the 
comforts of home. 
The pitching of the ship appar- 
ently did not bother the Pres- 
ident-elect. The General is not 
prone to seasickness. 
into the near-zero 
weather of Korea and the strenu- 
ous visits to front line units ap- 
parently had no bad effects on 
the General. 
Dulles will fly to Wake island 
from the United States, and will 
be transferred to the Helena by 
helicopter. 
Dulles will come fresh from 
a series of meetings with United 
States Secretary of State Acheson 
and other top State Department 
officials. 

Far East Top Item. 

Top item on the agenda will be 
Korea and the Far East. Eisen- 
hower made it clear during the 
Presidential campaign that the 
Korean war and an effort to end 
it will have high priority in the 
Republican Administration’s pol- 


cy. 

Hagerty told reporters the Ko- 
rean trip provided Eisenhower 
with a valuable store of informa- 
tion and suggestions on future 
courses in the explosive Far East. 
A statement issued by Hagerty 
declared: 

“All the information will be 
useful to the new Administration 
in formulating a program for ap- 
plication to the Korean problem 
and for combatting Soviet-spon- 
sored Communist aggression and 
propaganda in the Far East.”

The amendment, ‘as drawn, 
makes no provision as to making 
similar in-lieu payments te com- 
munities outside the city, notably 
sto St. Louis county suburbs 
where authority transit lines 
might reach. Neither does it re- 
fer to any provision for getting 
operating permits from such com- 
munities. 

Liberman and Crowe said this 
did not reflect any intention to 
withdraw from. suburban opera- 
tion, but that the question of pay- 
ments to suburbs had not been 
considered. They indicated that 
‘the amendment might be revised 
to cover this. 

No Taxation -Powers. 

No power to levy taxes or spe- 
cial benefit charges against prop- 
erty would be given the authority. 
Its accounts would be audited an- 
nually by independent account- 
ants, and the reports filed with 
the Board of Estimate and Board 
of Aldermen. Both those boards 
could obtain information of rec- 
ord from the authority whenever 
- desired. 

Fares charged by the authority 
would be required to be “‘just and 
reasonable,” with due regard for 
value of the service and the finan- 
cial requirements of the system. 
As far as practicable and within 
the limits of sound practice, fares 
would have to be at least suf- 
ficient to pay operating expenses, 
interest, retirement of bonds, 
notes and other obligations, and 
provide adequate reserves for de- 
preciation, working capital and 
contingencies. 

Property could be condemned 
for the authority. This would be 
done by the city at the authority’s 
request. ' 

Bonds, except for refunding is- 
sues, would have to be approved 
by the voters of the city. The

'sevenths figure follows the re-

‘believed the constitution did not 
mean to limit the field to the 
types listed.

As to these matters, a clause 
in the proposed charter amend- 
ment would require the authority 
to co-operate with all govern- 
mental and private agencies in 
matters of mutual interest and 
benefit, and to agree with them 
on interchange or co-ordination 
of mass transportation service 
and for efficient traffic control. 

Another pertinent clause pro- 
hibits the authority from selling 
or leasing its transit system as a 
whole, or consolidating it as a 
whole with any other system, 
without the consent of a majority 
of the qualified voters in the city. 
Such consent thus would be 
needed for a merger with a met- 
ropolitan agency. 

If. the amendment should be 
adopted, the authority board 
would have to be appointed with- 
}ing@60 days thereafter. Provision 
is made for details of organizing 
the authority and for city funds 
to launch its york. 

Thereafter, “the authority shall 
promptly take such steps as are 
necessary or appropriate for the 
acquisition or establishment of a 
mass transportation system,” When 
it. has arrived at a plan for this, 
it shall report in writing to the 
Board of Estimate, including 
recommendations on the amount 
of money needed and the method 
of raising it. 

If the recommendation is for 
a bond issue, the authority shall 
submit an ordinance to call a 
bond election, and the Board of 
Aldermen would be required to 
eall the election. If the bonds 
are voted, the authority shall act 
within 30 days to fix an effective 
date for the remaining provisions 
of the amendment. 

The amendment carries a sever- 
ability clause, to keep the bulk of 
its provisions’ in effect in event 
some are knocked out in court. 
The amendment ordinance would 
become effective immediately 
upon passage and approval by the 
Mayor, thus facilitating time for 
submission to the voters.

fh Syracuse 
| Runs Over | 
Flyers, 11-5

All season long opposing Amer- 
ican Hockey League clubs have 
been playing the Flyers tight—or 
stressing defensive measures—and 
Coach Jake Forbes had just been 
hoping for some club to “open 
up against us. If they do,” he 
said, “just watch us go out and 
get the goals.” 

Well, the Syracuse Warriors 
opened up last night at the Arena 
in a big way, but the Flyers’ ship 
was sagging on the defense line, 
Goalie Red Almas had one of 
those horrendous nights and St. 
Louis forwards didn’t produce 
half enough. The result was a 
nightmare: Syracuse 11, Flyers 5. 

It was one of the worst defeats 
the Flyers have absorbed since 
they came into the league in 
1944 and highest total for op- 
ponents against the Flyers in St. 
Louis.

Subject to Draft. 


A bonus player can not be as- 
simned to any other club and is 
subject to unrestricted draft by 
clubs of higher classification, a 
restriction that serves to penalize 
both club and player if the ath- 
lete proves himself not ready to 
remain on the team’s roster. Un- 
der the new rule the major league 
club\must keep the player as one 
of its 25 men, taking up valuable 
space on the roster and depriving 
the boy of minor league seasoning. 
In the case of a minor league the 
loss of. the player is constantly 
threatened by unrestricted draft 
from above. 


Monetary penalty for violation 
of the bonus rule includes a $2000 
fine for major league clubs and 
$1000 for minor league teams. 
Team officials also are subject to 
$500 fines and suspension. 

The rule passed to curb bonuses 
—it’ll require policing to be ef- 
fective, however—was drawn up 
and recommended by the major- 
minor executive council and en- 
dorsed by Commissioner Ford C. 
Frick. The same Frick and 
George Trautman, president of 
the National Association of Minor 
League Clubs, will be required 
to carry a big stick to make the 
new legislation more effective 
than the previous bonus rule. 


Frick indicated strongly that he 
would work hard in “full battle 
dress” to make the new rule 
work. 


“The commissioner and Traut- 
man,” he said, “will have full au- 
thority to investigate suspected 
(under-the-table) violations with 
full power of subpoena for per- 
sons and records and documents 
to determine whether there have 
been infractions. I should not 
hesitate to threw the book at any 
flagrant violator and that could 
mean banning him from baseball 
under conduct detrimental to 
baseball.” 


The National and American 
Leagues also agreed in their sep- 
arate meetings today to keep in 
effect a high school rule that 
enables them to approach high 
school players, but not sign them 
before their classes graduate. The 
minors had voted a year ago to 
make effective in 1953 a less 
strict rule that, if approved by 


the majors, would have permitted 
a high school boy to be signed 
to a professional contract before 
his scheduled graduation.

Eisenhower Urged to Streamline 
Executive Setup 


National Planning Association Report Save 
President Is Surrounded by ‘Gigantic 
Web’ of Agencies and Advisers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
The National Planning Associa- 
tion today pictured United States 
Presidents as hampered by “a 
gigantic web” of agencies and 
advisers, often bickering among 
themselves. 

The privately financed research 
and planning group urged Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower to stream- 
line the advisory setup when he 
takes office, to make the White 
House more responsible to the 
wishes of the people and of Con- 
gress. 

Bradley D. Nash, former con- 
sultant to the National Security 
Resources Board, wrote the re- 
port, which contained what looked 
like the seeds for some possible 
future controversies. 

The planning association’s 18- 


by Sumner T. Pike of Lubec, Me., 
signed Nash’s report “without 
necessarily indorsing details.” 
One member, Louis Brownlow 
of Washington, said in a footnote 
published with the document that 
“some of the recommendations 
seem to be based on an assump- 
tion that as Chief Executive the 
President is merely an agent of 
the Congress.” Brownlow said he 
feared some of the language 
might be interpreted as proposing 
“a virtual abdication by the Presi- 
dent of his principal responsi- 
bility.” 

H. Christian Sonne, chairman 
of the association’s board of trus- 
‘tees, in making the report public 
said it has been handed to both 
Eisenhower and President Tru- 
man. Sonne said Eisenhower had 
“already indicated his interest in 
greater co-ordination” by naming 
Gov. Sherman Adams of New 
Hampshire to go into the White 
House with hjm as a sort of chief 
of staff with the title of assistant 
to the President. Eisenhower 
named Adams before seeing the 
report, however, and Sonne said 
the association claims no credit 
for the step. 

“Host or Unwilling Guest?” 
The Nash report said: ‘“Ob- 
served upon a chart, the execu- 
tive office and the executive 
branch resemble a gigantic web, 
and the President at times must 
frequently wonder whether he is 
host or unwilling guest in this 
network.” 

Nash said too many men re- 
port directly to the President un- 
der the present system, which al- 
lows the Chief Executive three 
secretaries, an assistant, a special 
assistant, a special counsel, a half 
dozen administrative assistants as 
personal aids, and a gallery of 
boards, commissions and bureaus 
whose heads all have direct ac- 
cess to the President with their 
problems. 

Nash recommended that the 


President cut down the White 


House office staff and rely more 
heavily on committees of Cabinet 
members and others to plan and 
co-ordinate governmental activi- 
ties. 

The report emphasized that this 
is only one of several possible 
types of re-tailoring jobs. Under 
this one, Nash said, “there should 
be no reason for the friction 
which has sometimes arisen when 
. « « White House aids engaged 
in actions having to do with op- 
erations of the executive branch.” 
He said it also would provide bet- 
ter liaison with Congress. 


“Management Staff.” 


Nash proposed as a key step in 
streamlining, a reorganization of 
the executive office staff into a 
three - member “management 
staff,” whose top officials would 
rank just below Cabinet members. 

This plan would create in the 
White House, with a management 
staff member in charge of each: 


1. The Office of Policy and 
Program Development, to ab- 
sorb the duties and personnel 
of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, the National Securi- 
ty Resources Board, and the 
legislative reference division 
now in the Budget Bureau. 
This office would help the 
President in proposing admin- 
istration programs to be sub- 
mitted to Congress. 

2. Office of Co-ordination, to 
“reconcile the operations and 
programs of the executive de- 
partments and agencies in an 
advisory and subsidiary man- 
ner, always reflecting its posi- 
tion as a staff aid and with no 
authority to interfere with the 
direction of the operating of- 
fices of the executive branch.” 
“The Cabinet as a whole, as- 
sisted by this office, could be- 
come the basic administrative 
vehicle of the Government,” 
Nash wrote. 

3. Office of Budget and Re- 
view, handling most of the 
work now done by the Budget 
Bureau and helping “the Presi- 
dent discharge his accountabili- 
ty to Congress for the execu- 
tion of its program by the ex- 
ecutive branch.” 

Nash, suggested that the Office 
of Defense Mobilization, Mutual 
Security Agency and Psychologi- 
cal Strategy Board should be) 
shifted out of the executive office. 

He said most of the proposed 
changes could be made by presi- 
dential order, but that some 
would need congressional ap- 
proval. 

Nash suggested that ultimately 
career employes, chosen through 
civil service, should provide the 
bulk of the exécutive office staff. 
Each change of Presidents now 
brings wholesale staff changes.

There are no visionaries, no theoreticians, 
no wild-eyed radicals or wild-eyed conserva- 
tives, no college professors on Eisenhower's 
first team. Those who have had occasion in 
the past 20 years of Democratic rule to 
criticize cabinet mem- 
bers as impractical 
idealists have no 
ground for complaint 
on this score. 

In the campaign the 
former five-star gen- 
eral promised to bring 
the best business 
brains he could find 
to Washington to help 
run the government’s 
business, and by and 
large this is it. A busi- 
ness administration 
will take over Jan. 20 . 
and business men, who 
often have felt like 
beggars at a feast in 
the days of the New 
Deal and Fair Deal, 
are pleased, to say the 
least. 

Delegates to the annual convention of the 
National Association of Manufacturers in 
New York this week were reported “jubi- 
lant” at the way things are going politi- 
cally and at the same time were express-. 
ing a determination to do a good job of 
working for the public welfare. 

One of them, Harry E. Humphreys Jr., 
president of the United States Rubber Co., 
put it this way: 

“For all too long business has been the 
whipping boy of government. Now that we 
- have the opportunity to be treated as re- 
spectable equals on the American team, let 
us be fully worthy of our trust.”

THE EISENHOWER CABINET is approxi- 
mately the same as that which would have 
been chosen by Gov, Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York had he been nominated and 
elected. 

The conservative wing of the party, headed 
by Senator Robert A. Taft of, Ohio, whom 
Eisenhower, with the invaluable help of 
Dewey, defeated for the nomination at the 
Chicago convention in July, got little comfort 
from the appointments, though Taft said that 
with possibly one exception he could “work 
with” the incoming cabinet. 

The exception was Martin P. Durkin of 
Chicago, a Democrat and general president 
of the A.F.L. Journeymen Plumbers and 
Steamfitters Union, who was selected to be 
Secretary of Labor. Taft termed the choice 
of Durkin “incredible,” but did not criticize 
the labor leader personally. 

The Ohioan objected to the selection be- 
cause, he said, Durkin is a “Truman Demo- 
crat” who fought Eisenhower's election and 
advocated repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
and because he considered it a rebuff to the 
rank and file unionists who voted Republi- 
can, 

From Eisenhower's standpoint, however, 
there were ample reasons for the designa- 
tion. By it Eisenhower served notice on 
organized labor that he would not go in for 
union busting. Since Durkin has been as- 
sociated with the A.F.L. the choice could 
not exactly delight the C.1.0., but appar- 
ently it was acceptable. Taft’s attack on the 
Durkin appointment might have helped win 
the approval of the appointment by all 
segments of labor.

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Choices ‘What Red Purge Means 
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the meaning of the recent trial and the 
execution last Wednesday of t 
leaders in Prague, Czechoslovakia, are 
presented in the following articles, writ- 
ten at the invitation of the Post-Dispatch.

¢ Wn summer of 1951, Rudolf Slansky. was 
| baited in Czechoslovakia as the model 

of perfect Marxism, the local boy who 
really made good in Moscow. Slansky, on 
his fiftieth birthday, took the applause in 
proper Communist stride, applauding him- 
self as his Sovietized talents received of- 
ficial acclaim. 

“A true Communist,” said Slansky as 
: his words were then carried over the 
: Prague radio, “always fulfills; his quotas; 
- mever goes back on his pledges. If he 
should, then he is an enemy of the 
state.” 

Those phrases sent Slansky to the gal- 
lows the other day. He pledged vast in- 
dustrial quotas to the Soviet avar and con- 
sumer machines. He condemned — and 
even made the condemnations a personal 
campaign — hundreds of minor Czecho- 
slovak Communist officials whose local 
outputs fell far short of the quotas set by 
Slansky, secretary general of the party. 

Slansky didn’t deliver the goods. 
Czechoslovakia production, once the high- 
est of all the Soviet satellites, has never 
been up to par since the Communist putsch 
of 1948. 

From my personal impressions in 
Czechoslovakia after the Communist coup, 
and information I have since obtained 
from interviews and travel around the 
periphery of that country, I am convinced 
that untrained but political management, 
plus the deliberate slowdown of the work- 
ing men and women themselves, destroyed 
Slansky. 

As a result, he toppled quickly from his 
role as the fair-haired Communist. Every- 
one associated with him, either in the 
press or the economic and foreign trade 
divisions of the government, got the ax, 
too, partly as an example to those who 
don’t measure up to the exacting Saviet 
standards and partly as a lesson to satel- 
lite leaders in eastern Europe. 

Slansky’s trial provided a convenient 
vehicle to lump him and his associates in 
with former Foreign Minister Clementis. 
| Long under suspicion because of previous 
| deviatian—he protested against the Russo- 
Finnish war and the Stalin-Hitler pact— 
Clementis had outlived his usefulness. 
Ironically, it was Slansky who had led the 
wolfpack against Clementis. 

The fact that eleven of the fourteen 
defendants were Jewish was a helpful 
factor in the three-year-old Soviet cam- 
paign te denounce Zionism and thereby 
seek to curry favor in the Middle East. It 
was an important trend, but should not be 
regarded as the most vital line in the 
Czechoslovak trials. 

Fulfillment of quotas, no matter at what 
cost to the standards of living of the 
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satellite states, will continue to dominate 
Soviet policy in eastern Europe. 
Trial Sign of Communist 
Strength, Not Weakness

N a Communist society a purge has a 
| éetinit functional purpose. Aside from 

removing potentially dangerous elements 
from positions of importance, it is in- 
tended to act, especially if followed by a 
trial, as a safety valve that leads off 
pent-up emotions and channels them in 
a desired direction. 

Under proper conditions it strengthens 
the ties of the regime with the popular 
masses. All of these objectives come within 
the purview of the recently concluded 
trial of 14 Communists in Czechoslovakia. 

The trial aired a great many grievances 
of the Czechoslovak people and blamed 
a small number of “foreign elements” in 
the party for all the hardships and tribu- 
lations the country has had to endure. 
The selection of defendants from the vast 
reservoir of prisoners at the disposal of

the regime, suggests a deliberate concen- 
tration on Jews. of bourgeois background 
who are susceptible to accusations of root- 
lessness.in -the soil of. the country and 
thus of not having the best interests of 
the people at heart. 

The charges of Zionism leveled against 
the Jewish defendants are preposterous at 
face value. But they served a useful pur- 
pose by reducing to one common denomi- 
nator an otherwise heterogeneous group 
of offenders, for Slansky, Geminer and 
Sling were known for their “dictatorial,” 
high-handed manner for which they in- 
curred the enmity of many of their under- 
lings. | 

‘Whereas Loebl and Frejka might qualify 
as “idealists,” the anti-Zionist aspects af 
the trial brought into sharp focus an un- 
relenting ideological struggle waged by 
the Soviet Union against cosmopolitism. 
In the Communist vocabulary cosmopoli- 
tism covers a multitude of sins including 
Zionism, which is a_ political doctrine 
whose center of gravity is not in Moscow. 
Although Czechoslovakia as the western- 
most satellite is particularly susceptible to 
cosmopolitan influences, the regime until 
recently had been lax in fighting this “‘dis- 
ease.” Hence the necessity to make amends 
for past omissions. 

The consequences of the trial in Czecho- 
slovakia cannot be foreseen, but that it was 
held is a sign of Communist strength 
rather than desperation and weakness. 

Essentially the trial marks a milestone ¢ 
in the sovietization of Czechoslovakia. It 
terminates the first “step” of socialization : 
following the coup which caused profound : 
social and economic dislocation, elicited ; 
widespread disillusionment and exacted a 
heavy toll of victims from the ranks of the ;§ 
government as well as the rulers. Having 
devoured some of its more zealous pro- 
tagonists, the “revolution” now prepares 
to move forward with unrelenting ferocity. 

The trial will certainly precipitate a 
chain reaction throughout eastern Europe 
and will invigorate the struggle against 
cosmopolitan, that is, all Western influ- 
ence, which remains the outstanding im- 
pediment to the sovietization of the peo- 
ple’s. democracies. 


No Other Way to Solve

XECUTION of the 11 outstanding Com- 
Fi munis Wednesday, did not take place 
fighting international Communism and 
Soviet imperialism. It took place in 
Czechoslovakia, in a country which, as a 
result of the Communist coup in 1948, 

_has been under Moscow’s domination. 

All the 11 Communists who were exe- 
cuted in Prague took the most prominent 
part in the preparation and carrying out 
of the February coup in 1948. After the 
establishment of the Communist rule, they 
took an outstanding part in setting up 
and operating the machinery designed to 
enslave and exploit the Czechoslovak peo- 
ple in the interest of Soviet imperialism. 
They were all extremely intelligent, able, 
energetic—and blindly devoted to Moscow. 

_ There was no truth in what they so 
volubly confessed at the sensational trial 
which preceded the executions. They were 
neither enemies of, nor spies on the So- 
viets and international Communism. The | 
contrary was true. Nor had they any di- 
rect responsibility for the severe economic 
difficulties and shortcomings in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Why then were those outstanding and 
meritorious Communists tried and exe- 
cuted? The answer is a very simple one. 

A Communist regime is a brutal dic- 
tatorship built up on the Communist doc- 
trine as its foundations. In every human 
society there develop, from time te time, 
tensions and dissensions. The democratic 
societies resolve such difficulties in demo- 
cratic ways, actually through elections. 
The dictatorships must use jails and mur- 
ders to these ends. 

The Communist doctrine has proved to 
be quite unfit, both ideologically and prac-

Nobody is.a drone around Reuther. The 
“Little- Red Head,” as he is still called, is 
indefatigable. He works around the clock. He 
picks a staff of specialists and then picks 
their brains. He has the faculty of absorbing 
a technician’s report and then amplifying and 
projecting it, tying it in with an over-all goal. 
He has surrounded himself with expert re- 
search men. When Reuther finally sits down

His idea 
widely known as the “Reuther Plan” was 
praised by the President but not adopted by 
the auto industry although some of its ele- 
ments were used. 

Before V-J day Reuther came up with a 
proposal for a peace production board to 
direct national economy during the transi- 
tional period between war production and 
full peacetime production and employment. 
He suggested that publicly owned war plants 
be converted to mass production of housing 
and railway rolling stock. 

Mass production of houses at reasonable 
prices continues to be one of his objectives. 
He presented a detailed plan for mass-pro- 
duced housing to President Truman three 
years ago after it had been approved by the 
CIO housing committee, of which he is 
chairman. 

The CIO housing program calls for expan- 
sion of the housing industry to produce 
2,000,000 homes a year. This volume is predi- 
cated on slum elimination, homes to meet an 
increasing population, and replacement of 
the existing inventory of housing at the 
rate of once in 100 years. 

Reuther, who is active in the anti-Com- 
munist International Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions, is backing a series of pro- 
posals for aiding in the rebuilding of work- 
ers houses in war devastated sections of Eu- 
rope.

has rejected the United Nations appeal for a 
truce based on India’s proposal for a settlement 
of the prisoner question. The South Koreans 


demand that a major offensive be launched for. 


the purpose of driving the Chinese Communists 
out of Korea, and that the conquered territory 
then be forcibly “unified” with South Korea. 

There are strong moral and material reasons 
against this course. Morally, a U.N. offensive to 
conquer North Korea would rest on ground 
little sounder than the original Communist of- 
fensive to conquer South Korea. Materially, it 
would require an investment of American lives 
and arms so heavy as to question its strategic 
wisdom. In neither respect is the plan of an all- 
out offensive compatible with the objective laid 
down by the President-elect of an early and 
honorable end to the war. — 

A second proposal is that offered by Repre- 
sentative Joseph Martin of Massachusetts, who 
will be Speaker of the next House and thus a 
leading adviser in the new Administration. 

Mr. Martin urges that Japanese troops be 
thrown into the conflict, and that Chinese Na- 
tionalists from Formosa also be landed in Korea. 
In other words, he would put the Japanese back 
on the Asian mainland less than 10 years after 
the United States spent so much blood and 
treasure to break the power that put them on 
the mainland. He would renew in Korea the 
Chinese civil war which all our efforts were 
unable to win for the Nationalists in China. 

Is this a feasible course? Russia has a treaty 
with China guaranteeing common defense 
against any Japanese attack. Surely a policy 
which openly invited a deeper Soviet involve- 
ment in Korea would hardly be compatible with 
an early and honorable end to the war. 

Speaking to the press at Seoul, Gen. Eisen- 
hower showed himself well aware of the risks 
attached to any policy which might enlarge the 
war. If he has resolved against running those 
risks, then he has inevitably circumscribed the 
courses of action open to him. 

It is possible to continue doing, in general, 
what we have been doing—to defend South 
Korea and crush any renewed Communist offen- 
sive; to continue the air war; and meanwhile to 
seek an honorable diplomatic settlement. 

There is room within this policy for some 
improvement of our position. The training of 
Korean troops can be speeded up, for example, 
and efforts can be made to curtail U.N. losses. 
Unfortunately these measures by themselves do 
not promise an early change in the situation. 
If the military objective is to hold, hopes for 
ending the fighting must rest on finding a diplo- 
matic solution—and that prospect, in view of the 
U.N. debates, is admittedly not bright. 

All these are unpalatable facts, but they are 
facts that cannot be brushed aside. Gen. Eisen- 
hower, as the Manchester Guardian has said, “is 
known for his skill in coming to grips with an 
uncomfortable reality.” It is now his task to 
face the uncomfortable realities in Korea, and 
to persuade his countrymen to face them.

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Meteorological Note 

On the good old proposition that positively 
*everybody is interested in the weather, it seems 
high time to write about it instead of bothering 
always about the French in Morocco or the 
Democrats. in exile. Also, we have a strong 
hunch that this winter is going to turn mighty 
snappy, and we want to warn those who think 

maybe they can get by without a heavy coat. 

The hunch came when we noticed a wedge of 
ducks heading south while we were still trying 
to catch a trout in the Ozarks. That was a strong 
sign of things to come. Ever since, we have had 
our eyes open for walnut hulls, goose quills, 
wooly-bear caterpillars and other such sources 
of information. You don’t find many around 
Twelfth and Olive, or even in the West End. But 
we did see, a while back, some pretty tight corn 
husks in a supermarket. And, of course, that 
was another important sign. 

“The Old Farmer’s Almanac” also indicates a 
pretty rugged winter ahead. The trouble is that 
what counts for Dublin, N.H., and the old Apple- 
ton farm might not strictly hold for Missouri. 
So we turned to Mr. Wahlgren, the St. Louis 
Weather Man. The first thing he did, however, 
was to explode our theory that a hot, dry sum- 
mer means a cold, wet winter and vice versa. 
The theory worked fine in 1936, he said, but it 
did not work at all in 1940 or 1903 or 1857. And 
it is just as well, believes Mr. Wahlgren, that 
people do not know too far in advance about 
the weather; saves a lot of worrying. 

Well, maybe folks were happiest from about 
300 B.C. to 1600 A.D. Old Aristotle had the 
Greeks worrfed about the weather, but then no- 
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ing accidents are more concentrated and more 


likely to be fatal than other hunting accidents. . 


Missouri’s deer season lasts only three days. 
Ducks can be hunted for 55 days, quail for more 
than a month and a half, and rabbit hunters 
have more than nine months to make tragic 
mistakes, 

In part the fault for the concentrated killing 
of men in deer season rests with the concentra- 
tion of hunters (30,000 in the woods for three 
days in Missouri; 800,000 for two weeks in 
Pennsylvania). But mostly the blame lies with 
the hunters’ own ignorance of guns and hunting, 
and their downright carelessness. 

- Other states have begun to search for ways to 
reduce the score in the deer hunters’ man hunt. 
In some places public and private agencies con- 
duct “hunters’ colleges” to teach men the wrong 
end of a gun. Licensing procedure could be 
revised on the sound theory that no man should 
be allowed to hunt with a powerful rifle unless 
there is some evidence that he knows how. 

Wisconsin now considers hunting fatalities to 
be cases of negligent homicide—not unavoidable 
accidents to be paid for with minor fines. Per- 
haps a stiff legal penalty is a good way to teach 
men how to aim with care. 

Between better education for hunters and 
tougher safety requirements, Missouri ought to 
be eager to try to reverse its 1952 deer hunting 
record. For hitting the wrong targets it was the 
worst in the state’s history. 
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Peron’s Latest Fiasco 

Argentina’s atomic energy project, if it could 
be called that, has been disbanded. The New 
York Times reports that its workers have been 
dismissed and its Austrian-born scientist, Dr. 
Ronald Richter, has been arrested. 

All this brings to mind the way in which Dic- 
tator Peron exploded his bomb. It was not an 
atom bomb. It was a propaganda bomb. On 
March 24, 1951, Peron announced that Richter 
had discovered a new method of controlling 
atomic processes. Naturally the claim was a sen- 
sation and it jolted diplomats in Washington 
and everywhere else. 

Then the reaction set in, and it was not atomic 
either. Responsible scientists began to ask ques- 
‘tions which Argentina never answered. Despite 
repeated claims and awards to Dr. Richter, the 
Peron Government was not able to convince the 
world that it had the atomic secret in its irre- 
sponsible hands. 

So Peron has stumbled in cutting another caper. 
He claimed to have brought his economy under 
control though it is caught in increasing debt 
and inflation. He claimed to have found a “mid- 
die way” between Communism and capitalism 
but his way is a first cousin to fascism. He 
claimed to represent South American freedom 
against foreign imperialism but his representa- 
tives are the secret police and the jail. 

The Argentine atom bomb was just another 
pretension that blew up in the face of an ineffi- 
cient and tyrannical dictatorship. 
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Still Unconquered 

Cold, lofty and hostile Everest, the forbidding 
mountain mass rising more than 29,000 feet 
toward the roof of the world, has triumphed 
again. Calling into play its old allies—winds of 
hurricane force and bitter, sub-zero temperatures 
—it has turned back the Swiss expedition’s 
latest assault. 

Although the height reached by the two men 
chosen to make the last dash to the bleak sum- 
mit is still undetermined, it is not unlikely that 
they came tantalizingly close. Everest permitted 
the two, Raymond Lambert and Bhotia Tensing, 
to acvance within 900 feet of its highest point 
last May. They may have come even closer this 
time. 

But always the story was the same. Neither 
foresight, endurance, determination, nor cease- 
less vigilance could prevail against the naked 
force at Everest’s command. Everest is still the 
unconquered. 
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Science in Secret 

Dr. Arthur H. Compton spoke some solemnly 
warning words at the University of Chicago on 
the tenth anniversary of the first self-sustaining 
nuclear chain reaction. So many restrictions 
have been placed on scientific freedom in this 
country, the chancellor of Washington University 
said, that they “may stifle the growth of knowl- 
edge and of industrial balance of power in 
favor of the dictators.” 

Restrictions have become necessary in an 
Atomic Age of Anxiety. Most top scientists are 
agreed, however, that existing restrictions -go 
beyond the requirements for secrecy, and may 
help cause the very harm they are intended 
to prevent—that is, the outstripping of this 
country in atomic development by the Soviet 
Union. 

Discouragement of the best minds is not the 
only danger. Another is obstruction of the 
cross-pollination of knowledge and ideas which 
promotes scientific advance. 

A. V. Hill, of the University of London, 
Nobel Prize winner in physiology, recently 
referred to the same subject and urged scien- 
tific men to fight unnecessary secrecy by declin- 
ing to take jobs which seem to them to fall short 
of unnecessary secrecy 

That might correct matters, but it would take 
time. Instead of expecting the scientists to fight 
the whole battle, would it not be better to 
recognize the responsibility that rests even 
more immediately on the makers of the restric- 
tions themselves? 
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Ten Years of Atomic Fire 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


How science learned that splitting atoms could sustain chain reac’ 
tion, and so be used for bombs or power plants, is re-told as first 
decade of Atomic Age ends; Stagg Field witnessed the first new fire 
since Prometheus, and guard asked: “Something happen in there?”

Tuesday, Dec. 2, marked the’end of the 
first decade of the Atomic Age and the be- 
ginning of the second. The event was com- 
memorated at the “birthplace” on the 
squash court underneath the west stands 
of Stagg Field, on the University of Chi- 
cago campus, where, amid the greatest 
wartime secrecy, the first atomic fire on 
earth Ps lighted on the afternoon of Dec. 

942, 


That afternoon witnessed the lighting on 
earth of a new type of fire, the first of its 
kind since the legen- 
dary Prometheus 
taught man the use 
of fire and started 
him on the slow 
march to civilization. 

All fires used since 
then for heat, light 
and power, whether 
derived from coal or 
oil, or from water- 
falls or dammed up 
rivers, had their ori- 
gin in the sun. Atom- 
ic, or more correctly, 
nuclear ~_ does not 
originate from the ee 
eis: « ieee: davai Aten Arthur H, Compton 
central cosmic powerhouse, the nuclei of 
the atoms of which the material universe 
is constituted, in which more than 99 per 
cent of all the energy of the cosmos is 
concentrated. 


On the Inside of an Atom 


It is these nuclei of the atoms—little 
suns around which revolve the tiny elec- 
trons in the manner of planets in their 
orbits—that serve as the practically inex- 
haustible soyrce of radiant energy for the 
sun and the giant luminous stars, the con- 
stellations and the vast island universe of 
the galaxies, of which our own Milky Way 
galaxy, with its hundred billion suns, 
is but one of many billions. 


The atomic fire lighted in Chicago came 
from the splitting of a variant (isotope) 
of uranium, the last (ninety-second) and 
heaviest of nature’s building blocks. That 
variant of uranium is known as uranium 
235 (U-235), so named because it is 235 
times heavier than hydrogen. 


The question was: Could the splitting of 
one atom, like the lighting of a match to 
the kindling of an ordinary fire, lead to 
splitting of other atoms, thus starting a 
self-perpetuating chain reaction? Would 
the chain reaction keep the atomic fire 
going automatically, getting ever larger 
and ever hotter, just as an ordinary wood 
fire keeps going without the need of any 
more matches? 


How to Keep the Fire Going? 


Now an ordinary fire needs oxygen, 
present in great abundance in the air, to 
keep burning. On the other hand, an 
atomic fire needs neutrons, one of the two 
fundamental building blocks of the atoms. 
Unlike oxygen, neutrons do not exist free 
in nature and must be released from the 
nuclei of atoms, which refuse to yield 
them up without vast expenditures of en- 
ergy, too great to be of any practical use. 


This fact would have made the discovery 
of the splitting of the U-235 atom of no 
practical value were it not for the fact of 
another highly important discovery. This 
was the observation that when a U-235 


for the splitting of any other U-235 atoms. 
If too many neutrons were thus to be de- 
voured by other elements, there would not 
be enough left to maintain the self-per- 
petuating chain reaction and the atomic 
fire would die out, just as an ordinary 
fire would die out for lack of oxygen. 


Before it could be decided to build gi- 
gantic plants for concentrating U-235, it 
was necessary to have some definite experi- 
mental proof that a chain reaction could 
really be accomplished. It was this experi- 
mental proof that was achieved in Chicago 
10 years ago, thus bringing to birth the 
Atomic Age. 


The first atomic fire was started at 3:25 
Central Standard Time when Prof. En- 
rico Fermi ordered his assistant, George 
Weil, to pull out the control rod that kept 
the neutrons in check “another foot.” All 
the other control rods had been pulled out 
previously. 


“It Is Self-Sustaining” 


“This is going to do it,” Prof. Fermi told 
Dr. Arthur H. Compton, now Chancellor 
of Washington University at St. Louis, 
who was standing beside him on the bal- 
cony overlooking the furnace. 


Four tense minutes passed. The neutron 
counters kept clicking louder and louder, 
faster and faster. Prof. Fermi, who was 
doing fast calculations on a slide rule, 
as his eyes kept darting from one dial on 
the instruments to another, suddenly closed 
it with a click that could not be heard 
amidst the clickety-click of the neutrons 
in the instruments. His calm, detached 
expression changed into a smile. 


“It is self-sustaining,” he said. 


The fire was allowed to burn until 3:53, 
when at another command from Prof. 
Fermi the control rod was again pushed 
in. The first atomic fire on earth had 
been lighted and put out after 28 minutes. 


It was then that Prof. Eugene P, Wigner 
of Princeton produced a bottle of Chianti 
and handed it to Prof. Fermi. He sent 
out for paper cups and the scientists drank 
silently to the Atomic Age and to the hope 
that they had succeeded before their rivals 
in Germany, 


Compton Reports to Conant 


And as they filed out much earlier than 
usual, one of the guards outside, who had 
no inkling of what went on inside, queried 
Prof. Walter H. Zinn, one of Professor 
Fermi’s principal lieutenants: 

“Say, doc, something happen in there?” 

And shortly thereafter took place the

Dr. Compton, “the Italian

“I hope the natives received him kind- 
ly,” said Dr. Conant.

When the Korean war began Beech was one of the first 
correspondents on the scene. He covered the fighting and the 
truce talks, then returned to this country for a year of study.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 6. 


HAT the United States needs’ most in Asia today is not so 
much guns and atom bombs but ideas that will match the 
dynamic appeal of Communism. 


We fought one war in the Pa- 
cific and freed Asia from Japa- 
nese imperialism. Then we turned 
our backs and went home while 
a new kind of imperialism, Com- 
munism, flowed swiftly into the 
power vacuum left by Japan’s 
collapse. 


Today in Korea we are paying 
the price of our blindness. 

Are we going to repeat the 
game tragic error? 


We have been at war for two 
and a half years and have suf- 
fered more than 100,000 casual- 
ties; yet we still haven’t made an 
ideological dent in most of Asia. 

If and when the Korean war 
does end, as end it must, there is 
grave danger that we will be 
standing around asking ourselves: 
“What shall we do now?” 


Von Clausewitz Maxim. 


We forget what Soviet Com- 
munism learned so well from the 
Prussian military writer, Von 
Clausewitz, that war is merely an 
extension of politics, not the end 
itself. 


We can make more guns than 
anybody else, but guns aren't 
enough. 


We need ideas, but when it 
comes to producing ideas to com- 
bat Asian Communism we seem 
to be suffering from mass hard- 
ening of the intellectual arteries. 


The 1952 presidential campaign 
failed to produce a single new or 
original idea for meeting Asian 
Communism on ideological 
grounds; nor, for that matter, did 
it produce a new approach to 
ending the Korean war. 

It is very late in Asia, perhaps 
too late. | 


Moreover, the whole Asian 
problem is so staggering in its 
immenisity, so infinitely complex 
in its variations, and the odds 
against us so discouraging that 
one instinctively shrinks from it; 
but unless the problem is faced, 
unless we are able to seize the 
ideological initiative from the 
Communists, all of Asia is almost 
certainly going Communist. 


An exception perhaps is our 
own special preserve, Japan. 
Japan is exceptional for it is the 
only modern industrial society in 
Asia. The Japanese, who enjoy a 
relatively high standard of living 
and are traditionally a conserva- 
tive people, are not so easily se- 
duced by Communist guile as 
their more backward Asian broth- 
ers. 


But it is difficult to see how 
even stoutly 
Japan can long remain outside 
the Communist orbit if the rest 
of Asia is permitted to go Red. 


Democracy Not Enough. 


Democracy, as we know it, is 
not enough. Except for Japan, 
where the people can read and 
write, democracy is not a positive 
force in Asia. To millions of 
Asiatics democracy represents the 
way things are because the west- 
ern democracies have stood be- 
hind the old order. 


To them, Communism repre- 
sents change because Commu- 
nism wants to overthrow the old 
order. Thus Communism is the 
“wave of the future” in Asia; 
democracy, the stubborn obstacle 
over which the wave must break. 


A “policy of. containment,” 
while it may work in Europe, will 
not work in Asia. Europeans have 
something to lose to Communism; 
millions of Asiatics have nothing. 
Besides, “containment” is at best 
a negative policy. What Asia de- 
mands is a positive policy. 

Much hope has been placed in 
‘Point Four aid to backward areas. 
Point Four can help. But for 
some reason the natives aren't 
rushing down to the airport to 
meet the Point Four planes. 

One reason may be that to help 
the people we want to help in 
Asia—the poverty-stricken peas- 
ants — we must somehow cut 
through the landlord class. This 
means upsetting the entire social, 
economic and political structure. 
The Communists have a simple 
way of dealing with landlords— 
they shoot them. In a democracy, 
this isn’t permitted. 

Our trouble in China and other 
Asian lands was that we got 
caught in the path of a revolu- 
tion instead of getting behind it. 
Our failure was a failure of com- 
munications. We dealt with gov- 
ernments and had little or no 
contact with the governed. When 
the govenments fell, we fell with 
them. -We failed to recognize his- 
toric trends, or, if we did recog- 
nize them, we did nothing about 
them. 

Fires of Revolution. 

The fires of revolution have 
been smoldering in Asia for dec- 
ades, but it was not until after 
World War II, when pent-up na- 
tionalism was released by Japan's 
old cry, “Asia for the Asiatics,” 
that they burst into flame. 

The sources of the present fer- 
ment, dramatized by the blood- 
letting in tortured Korea, are 
deep-rooted in history, and not 
the kind of history that is made 
up of treaties = dates to be 
remembered,

Finally, the rise of a ruth- 
less and dynamic force called 
Communism from the shattered 
shell of the old Asian order. 
Today in the search for scape- 

goats, it is forgotten that Sun 
Yat-sen, venerated as the father 
of the Chinese revolution, was an 
ardent nationalist. 

It is forgotten that Chang Kai- 
shek, who broods over a lost cause 
from his island retreat on For- 
mosa, expressed his contempt for 
western materialism and political 
democracy in his blueprint for 
China’s reconstruction. 

If you were in China five years 
ago, you did not need to be a 
prophet or a Communist to know 
that Chiang’s corrupt, incompe- 
tent regime was on its way out. 
It was written on the faces of 
the Kuomintang leaders. It-was 
written on the faces of the mili- 
tant young students who got their 
education in the American uni- 
versities of Peiping and disap- 
peared into Red China to dedi- 
cate their lives to the Commu- 
nist cause, 

Western liberalism, for what- 
ever reasons, had failed them. 
China had sunk so low there was 
only one way to move—and that 
was up. Communism was the 
chosen Chinese vehicle. 

The Great Iroriy. 

The great irony of the Chinese 
revolution was that America, not 
Russia, was China’s best bet to 
lift itself out of the mire of pov- 
erty, for it was America, not Rus- 
sia, that commanded the vast 
technology needed to raise the 
living standards of China’s 450,- 
000,000 .people, and it was Amer- 
ica, not Russia, that offered the 
workingman human dignity and a 
better way of life. 

America’s lack of a positive 
policy is brought more sharply 
into focus when we _ consider 
events leading up to the Korean 
war. Our mistakes, of course, are 
much easier to judge from hind- 
sight and out of context with the 
times. | 

United States troops landed in 
Korea in 1945 with no thought of 
remaining longer than necessary 
to disarm the Japanese and ship 
them home. Our troops were 
originally scheduled for the inva- 
sion of Japan, Our military gov- 
ernment officers were trained for 
Japan, not Korea. 

North of the thirty-eighth par- 
allel our Russian allies had other 
ideas—and a program. 

The first two years of our stay 
in Korea—we were always going 
to go home just as soon as we 
could unify the country—were 
harried by indecision and lack of 
planning. 

Korea was at the short end of 
the supply line; living conditions 
were poor even at best. Korea 
became the “Siberia of the Far 
East” for the Army, a dumping 
ground for incompetents and su- 
perannuated colonels. 

A few conscientious Army offi- 
cers and civilians struggled man- 
fully against the atmosphere of 
defeatism and political confusion, 
but it was not until more than 
two years later, when it became 
apparent the Russians were never 
going to agree with us on a uni- 
fied government, that we got 
going. Then we sought a pro- 
gram'to give South Korea some 
semblance of political and eco- 
nomic stability. 

What followed demonstrated 
the moral problems of a de- 
mocracy in dealing with a totali- 
tarian enemy. 

Both the Russians and the 
Americans had been demanding 
that each side withdraw its troops 
and leave Korea to Koreans. In 
1948 the Russians did pull out, 
and, regardless of whatever mis- 
givings some of our military men 
may have had, we were in no 
political position to stay. Troop 
strength was low, and the Penta- 
gon felt it had better use for the 
troops in Korea. So we left, too. 

Both sides left behind a native 
army. The difference was that 
the Russians gave their side tanks 
and heavy artillery and a few 
airplanes, 

We refused to give the South 
Koreans similar offensive weap- 
ons because we knew that Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee wanted to 
invade North Korea. 

In the clamor for a way out of 
the “Korean mess,” Americans 
seem to have forgotten an import- 
ant fact—that we are fighting 
there for a principle. Stripped of 
diplomatic jargon, the principle 
is that we don't like to see people 
pushed around. That is in the best 
American tradition. 

But the question that Korea has 
raised is: How much are we will- 
ing to pay for a principle? 

Another great and still unan- 
Swered question is: How much of 
an ideological impression has our 
fight made on the rest of Asia?

NATO Takes 
Steps to Fight 
Waste on Plans

RASTIC steps are finally be- 
Dine taken to prevent sloppy 

engineering and to. curtail 
financial waste in the construction 
of NATO airdromes and other de- 
fense installations in Western 
Europe, 

The net result should be to 
save tens of millions of dollars in 
the execution of “Infrastructure” 
projects, $730,000,000 of ‘which 
has already been approved. These 
projects are for the common use 
of NATO members in their joint 
defense of Europe and are paid 
for out of a common fund to 
which the United tates is the 
largest contributor. 

The new antiwaste measures 
have been prompted by the recent 
disclosures that some NATO air 
strips had crumbled due to defec- 
tive planning and widespread 
complaints from other NATO 
members that France and Italy 
had failed to keep costs of con- 
struction within reasonable dis- 
tance of their. original estimates. 


Experts to Examine Plans. 

From now on all construction 
plans will be examined by NATO 
engineers and financial experts to 
be sure that they call for proper 
methods and that the estimates 
have been made in a sensible way. 
During the course of construction 
periodic checks will be made to 
be sure that the work is well done 
and that costs are not excessive. 

This promise of businesslike 
conduct in future comes at a time 
when 126 airdomes have already 
been approved and “approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of them,” or 
113, are slated to be “built or 
building.” Unofficially, it is in- 
dicated that 55 of the airdomes 
are already operational. 

These dromes have been 
planned as part of the first three 
installments of “Infrastructure,” 
which also includes communica- 
tions and other defense installa- 
tions and were due to cost $84,- 
000,000, $221,000,000 and $425,- 
000,000 respectively. 

As of June 30, 1952 it was dis- 
covered that the actual cost of 
the second installment would be 
$330,000,000 instead of $221,000,- 
000 and that the third installment 
would run to $470,000,000 instead 
of the estimated $425,000,000. 


Fourth Installment. 

The fourth installment or 
“slice” of Infrastructure is due 
to be considered and possibly ap- 
proved at the ministerial meet- 
-ing of the North Atlantic Council 
which opens here in Paris Dec. 
15. Originally estimated at $740,- 
000,000 this slice is now expected 
to cost a maximum of $400,000,- 
000 and may be cut to far below 
that figure. 

The United States paid 42.8 per 
cent of the third slice and pre- 
sumably will have to pay the 
same proportion of the next slice. 

Of the 126 airdromes which 
have already been approved 30 
are spotted in Western Germany. 
They include a vast new set-up of 
dromes between the Rhine and 
the French frontier which are be- 
ing Duilt in record time, almost 
entirely out of occupation funds 
provided by the Germans. 

Of the remainder, 41 are in 
France, 14 in Belgium, 13 in the 
Netherlands, 12 in Italy, one in 
Luxembourg, and 7 each in Den- 
mark and Norway. fe, 

The Scandinavian airdromes 
are of special interest because of 
the discussion over the station- 
ing of American air units in that 
area in peacetime. It is now as- 
sumed that two wings of Amer- 
ican fighters will be stationed on 
Jutland some time next year. In 
the case of Norway no similar 
action can possibly be taken until 
the elections next September. 

Danish Airdromes. 

The Danish airdromes include 

five on Jutland—Aalborg. Tir-

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FOOD SERVICE INDUSTRY BEGINS AT BEGINNING TO POLICE ITSELF. 


Food Service Equipment Makers 
Get National Sanitation Code 
Of Standards to Guide Them 


*: By Virgil G. Baker

There are somewhere near 600,000 established places to eat 
in the United States outside the American Home, ranging from soda- 
fountain lunchednettes to hospital diet kitchens and factory cafe- 
terias. They have been doing an annual gross business of 13 billions 
of dollars in recent years, making them the fourth largest retail 
operation in the nation and taking 25 cents of every dollar spent 


outside the home. 


Standards of sanitation in these places vary from excellent to 


very, very bad and their impact 
on the national public health is 
undoubdtedly tremendous, but 
difficult to resolve into figures. 
There have been expressed var- 
ious opinons about what they do 
to food, ranging from compli- 
ments for some to blanket 
-charges to the effect that they're 
all “pretty bad.” 


Efforts of local, state and na- 
tional public health officials to 
do something about it, and efforts 
of the industry to police itself 
have been spasmodic, confused 
by a multiplicity of rules and 
regulations, some of which have 
been good and some merely dic- 
tated by political expediency. 

Smack in the middle of this 
welter of confused ideas, the 
builders of food servicing equip- 
ment ... soda fountains, coffee 
urns, food containers, tables, etc., 
have, like manufacturers of gen- 
eral building products, found it 
impossible to build anything by

Back in June, 1948, there was 
called together the “First Na- 
tional Sanitation Clinic” and out 
of it grew the establishment of 
the “National Sanitation Founda- 
tion” with headquarters in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., and the institution 
of industry task forces including 
a “Joint Committee on Food 
Equipment Standards.” 

A Way of Life. 

After four years of work, the 
task forces came in this year 
with the first two catalogs of 
standards of sanitation to which 
the equipment makers must ad- 
here if they are to affix the seal 
of the National Sanitation Foun- 
dation to their products and 
make them acceptable, without 
question, to the health code au- 
thorities of many places. The 
first set of standards, for “Soda 
Fountain and Luncheonette equip- 
ment,” was published last July 
by the Foundation, and the sec- 
ond set on “Food Service Equip- 
ment” was published in October 
and distribution of the books 
got under way about two weeks 
ago. © Others will follow. The 
Foundation proposes to maintain 


a laboratory at Ann Arbor for 
testing new equipment which 
manufactures may, from now on, 
introduce to the market and to 
approve it, if it meets require- 
ments, thereby giving permission 
to use the seal. Health author- 
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ities throughout the nation who 
have taken part in preparation 
of the standards are in agree- 
ment, through the Foundation, to 
accept its seal of approval. 

“Sanitation,” says the Founda- 
tion,” is a way of life. It is the 
quality of living that is ex- 
pressed in the clean home, the 
clean farm, the clean business 
and industry, the clean commun- 
ity. Being a way of life it must 
come from within the people; it 
is nourished by knowledge and 
grows as an obligation and an 
ideal in human relations.” 

“Sanitation,” writes Dr. Henry 
F. Vaughan, president of the 
Foundation, in the prefaces to the 
first two books of equipment 
standards, “can be as good or as 
bad as the people who work at 
it (i.e. the sanitation personnel); 
the joint effort of public health, 
industry and business; the educa- 
tion, or the understanding, of the 
public.” All three factors, Dr. 
Vaughn writes, are equally impor- 
tant and how they are developed 
and co-ordinated will determine 
the success or failure of national, 
state and local efforts to improve 
sanitation. The National Sanita- 
tion Foundation, he indicates, of- 
fers ways and means for much- 
needed development of uniformity 
in the field of sanitation, through 
establishment of the equipment 
construction standards for guid- 
ance of manufacturers, code ad- 
ministrators and usersgof equip- 
ment. Presumably, the Founda- 
tion will undertake to carry on a 
continuing educational cam- 
paign, hand in hand with its con- 
tinued development of equipment 
standards. It’s new “way of life” 
statement already has been post- 
ed in many better quality eating 
houses.

hyde or other substances which 
may be leached.” 
‘ No Sharp Corners. 

“Design and construction .. , 
shall be such as to minimize shel- 
ter of bacteria, vermin and dirt 
and all product contact surfaces 
shall be readily accessible for 
cleaning and inspection.” 

Seams must be closed and 
smooth. Angle construction can’t 
be used where food or garbage 
might accumulate on ledges or in 
crevices and such things as draw- 
ers must have round inside cor- 
ners with minimum radii of one- 
sixteenth inch. Hinges on lids 
have to be leak proof and drip 
proof, and the list goes on and on 
in great detail. —

This particular point was ex- 
tremely gratifying to industry 
leaders.

Many in Far chaeuns Amer- 


icans Neglect Families, 
Korean Says. 


American motion pictures may 
be largely. responsible for belief 
by people of the Far East that 
American women neglect their 
families and “always dress up 
and go out for a good time,” Miss 
Min Hi Oh of Seoul, Korea, stu- 
dent at Lindenwood College, said 
yesterday. 

Her statement was made in a 
panel discussion on mistaken 
ideas people of other countries 
-have about America and errone- 
ous impressions Americans have 
of foreign places. She said she 
herself had believed the prevail- 
ing impression about American 
women in her country until she 
saw for herself that they work 
hard and care for their families. 


Nine students from eight coun- 
tries participated in the panel at 
a student convocation. Prof. 
Alice Parker, chairman of the 
English department, served as 
moderator. 

Some of the mistaken notions 
of the United States included 
these: 

Miss Suk Hun Chan, Seremban, 
Malaya, said she was warned that 
slang was the accepted American 
speech. 

Miss Michiko Tahaki, Tokyo, 
said her relatives believe moral 
standards in this country to be 
lower than those in Japan. 

Miss Jill Turner, London, said 
she had been under the impres- 
sion that all American college 
students were “the rah-rah type 
who never study.” 


Miss Marie Claire Helmlinger, 
Strasbourg, France, said the no- 
tion prevails in France that all 
Americans are rich and live on 
Fifth avenue in New York, and 
that cowboys ride the streets of 
every Western town. 

Miss Yu-Chen Li, a Chinese 
student, said she is surprised that 
Christmas here is “‘a time of ex- 
citement” whereas in the Chinese 
mission school which she at- 
tended the Christmas holiday 
was a time of serious religious 

reflection. 

Many impressions held by some 
persons in this country also were 
debunked by the panelists. The 
panelists said that Turkish women 
no —: veil their faces, Chinese 
women do not bind their feet 
nor Chinese men wear pigtails, 
Dutch citizens do not wear 
wooden shoes and Holland is not 
covered with tulips and wifd- 
mills, that Socialism in England 
doesn’t mean that country has 
gone to the extreme left, and 
that Chinese, Japanese and Ko- 
reans are not alike in their 
languages, traditions, customs or 
religions, 

Other speakers were: Miss 
Odette Cocusse of France; Miss 
Nuran Baydan, Turkey, and Miss 
Magthilde van der Haagen of 
The Hague, Holland. 


ARGENTINE ATOMIC 
PROJECT STILL ON, 
DIRECTOR INSISTS 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
The boss of the Argentine Atomic 
Energy Commission insists his 
government’s atom project is still 
in operation with Austrian-born 
scientist Ronald Richter remain- 
ing in charge. 

Naval Capt. Pedro Iraolagiotia, 
director of the commission, de- 
clared last night there were “ab- 
solutely no grounds” to reports 
that the projett had flopped and 
Richter had been arrested. 

The New York Times said in a 
dispatch from here yesterday that 
Richter was taken into custody 
three weeks ago and that 300 
workers had been fired from the 
country’s first atomic plant, on an 
island in a lake in southern Ar- 
gentina. 

Capt. Iraolagiotia — denied 
there ever were as many as 300 
workers on the secret Huemel 
island project. He .added that 
Richter is expected soon in 
Buenos Aires from the island. 


LISTS GIFTS FOR PATIENTS 
AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS 


Persons who wish to send 
Christmas gifts to patients at 
Jefferson Barracks Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital were 
warned yesterday by Dr. Joseph 
Bounds, manager, that certain 
presents are inappropriate for 
medical reasons and certain other 
gifts are not needed. 

Specifically, he pointed out that 
sweets should not be sent to 
diabetic patients. He also said 
that since hospitals buy their own 
magazines, playing cards, puzzles 
and games, gifts of that kind are 
not in demand. 

Bounds recommended books of 
canteen tickets which can be 
used in shopping at hospital can- 
teens, smoking equipment, toilet 
articles, stationery, pens and pen- 
cils, handkerchiefs and phono- 
graph records.

AIRMAN, 61 BUDDIES 
CHARTER PLANE TO 
FLY TO HIS WEDDING 


‘PARIS, Dec. 6 (AP)—Cpl. Win- 
fred M. McLeroy and love found 

a way to get him back to Hearne, 
Tex., for a wedding. 


Cpl. McLeroy, stationed at the 
Chaumont (France) base of the 
United States Air Force Forty- 
eighth Fighter Bomber Wing, had 
it all settled to marry Janice Suggs 
during the holiday period. 


The next problem was to get 
himself from Chaumont_ to 
Hearne. That, he discovered, was 
difficult—but possible. 


The difficulties came in charter- 
ing a plane. After that had been 
arranged, he found it much easier 
to find 61 other airmen at Chau- 
mont to help pay the expenses 
for a trip to the United States. 

The group leaves tonight for 
New York on the chartered plane, 
for which each has paid a $250 
round-trip fare—compared with 
the normal $455 round trip tourist 
fare on airlines. Cpl. McLeroy will 
have the chance to get married, 
and the others will have leave 
until Jan. 4 when they start back 
to Chaumont. 


GOVERNMENT URGED 
TO LEAVE GASOLINE 
TAXES TO STATES 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6 (AP)—Rep- 
resentatives of the states today 
urged the Federal Government 
to “withdraw from the field of 
gasoline taxes” and leave those 
taxes to the states. 

The General Assembly of the 
States, a meeting of legislators 
and executives from 44 states, 
adopted a resolution suggesting 
that the Federal Government 
leave the collection of gasoline 
taxes to the state governments. 

The resolution also said: “It is 
our firm conviction that more ef- 
ficient service to the’ citizens 
could be rendered at lower cost 
if certain of the taxes now levied 
by the Federal Government were 
abandoned to the states in lieu 
of federal grants-in-aid.” 


CLERGYMEN IN KOREA ASK IKE 
NOT TO REMOVE U.S, TROOPS 


SEOUL, Dec. 6 (AP)—A group 
of South Korean clergymen urged 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to keep 
United States forces here until 
the Republic of Korea troops “are 
strong enough to resist future in- 
vasion and to maintain security 
of our land.” 

The appeal was contained in a 
letter addressed to Eisenhower 
and handed to his press secre- 
tary, James Hagerty, during the 
President-elect’s visit to Korea. 

The letter was signed by a 
group of Korean clergy represent- 
ing the Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Roman Catholic and Holiness 
churches, the Church of Christ 
and the Salvation Army. 


Must Pay Wife $650 a ‘Month. 
LOS ANGELES, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
Movie makeup artist Bud West- 
more is under court order to pay 
his estranged wife, actress Rose- 
mary Lane, $650 a month, and not 
molest or annoy her, pending trial 
of her separate maintenance suit. 
Miss Lane has asked for $1245 
a month support for herself and 
their child. Westmore says he is 
earning $1326.08 a month. 


Medal of Honor 


to Marine Killed 


Covering His Patrol’s Withdrawal 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 
The Marine Corps announced to- 
day the Medal of Honor has been 
awarded to Second Lt. George H. 
Ramer, 24 years old, of Lewis- 
burg and Loysville, Pa., who was 
killed when single-handedly cov- 
ering his platoon’s withdrawal in 
Korea. 

Ramer was the twenty-seventh 
Marine to be awarded the na- 
tion’s highest military decoration 
for heroism in the Korean war. 

The marines also announced 
last night posthumous award of 
the Medal of Honor to Cpl. Jack 
A. Davenport, 20, Mission, Kan., 
and Kansas City, Mo. for smoth- 
ering a grenade with his body to 
protect a comrade. The medals 
will be presented to the heroes’ 
next of kin. 

Ramer was leading his platoon

against well-entrenched enemy 
forces on a hilltop on Sept. 12, 
1951, in the face of heavy enemy 


fire when he lost his life. He and 
most of his men were wounded in 
the assault, but Ramer continued 
to-lead-the unti until he reached 
the summit with only eight men. 

When the enemy launched a 
counter-attack, Ramer ordered the 
men to withdraw and stayed be- 
hind providing protecting cover 
fire until he was fatally wounded. 

Davenport was killed early in 
the morning on Sept. 21, 1951 near 
Songnae-dong, Korea, when he and 
Sgt. Walter L. Barfoot, Richmond, 
Va., were standing watch together. 
An enemy grenade landed in their 
foxhole and Davenport found it 


in the darkness and covered it 


with his body 1 age Barfoot. | 


SEWER PETITION DRIVE 
SUCESSFUL IN CITY’ 


Enough Names Remain on 
Lists After Check—County 
Test Not Completed. 


The city has succeeded in its 
second drive to obtain 10,245 
registered voters’ signatures on 
Metropolitan Sewer District peti- 
tions, it was announced yesterday 
when employes of the St. Louis 
Board of Election Commissioners 
completed theik check of 15,223 
names. 

A drive last March failed when 
a check showed that signatures of 
qualified voters fell 2562 short of 
the minimum. 

The exact number of valid sig- 
natures on the latest petitions 
was not disclosed, but it was in- 
dicated that about 2000 more than 
the minimum had been obtained. 

Similar petitions circulated in 
St. Louis county, where a mini- 
mum of 4500 valid signatures is 
needed have not yet been 
checked. 

The petitions authorize appoint- 
ment of a Board of Freeholders 
to draft plans for setting up a 
metropolitan sewer district. The 
board would consist of 19 free- 
holders—nine from the city, nine 
from the county and one from 
outstate Missouri. The plans 
drafted: would be submitted to the 
voters for approval. 

The St. Louis Election Board 
will not certify results of the 
sewer petition drive, or of a pe- 
tition campaign for establishment 
of a metropolitan transit author- 
ity, until the county board com- 
pletes its checks, since the law 
requires that freeholders be ap- 
pointed within 10 days after cer- 
tification of petitions. 


U.S, PERSONAL INCOME RISES 
TO 276-BILLION-DOLLAR RATE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
Personal income increased in Oc- 
tober to an annual rate of 276 
billion dollars, two billion dollars 
over the September rate and 22 
billions above personal income in 
1951, the Department of Com- 
merce estimated today. 

The report was from the De- 
partment’s office of business eco- 
nomics. It said increases in pri- 
vate industry payrolls and in the 
income of proprietors of non-farm 
property accounted for the ad- 
vance in October. Farm income 
fell off slightly. 

The October rate was 12 bil- 
lions above the annual income 
rate for the first six months of 
the year. 


DEMAND FOR RAIL 
BONDS KEEPS LIST 
TILTED UPWARD 


- NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP)—Demand 
for income and other medium-priced rail- 
roads kept the bond market tilted up- 
ward this week, but trading appeared 
more selective than at any time since 
Eisenhower war elected.

@ REARED FROM GIRLHOOD to share the conversation 
and interests of her father and his friends, it seemed not at 
all remarkable to her that she should become’ parliamentarian 
of the Texas House of Representatives at the age of 21. Nor 
remarkable to her that at 26, she would marry former Gov. 
William Pettus Hobby, her father’s long-time friend before 
he became hers. Their marriage in 1931 began a profes- 
sional partnership rare in the world of newspaper publishing. 

Earlier that.year Hobby had acquired The Houston Post 
whieh—in that depression era—was more of a financial hazard 
than an investment. Together they determined not only to 
bring the paper out of the red, but to make it a voice of 
leadership in the county it served. Mrs. Hobby served as re- 
search editor, literary editor, assistant editor and vice presi- 
dent. By the time she became executive vice president in 
1938, she knew newspaper operation and management from 
every angle.

In 1941, President Roosevelt called her to Wash- 

ington as chief of the Women’s Interest Section of 

the War Department Bureau of Public Relations. On

@ AS SOON as it became apparent that women were needed 
in uniform, Mrs. Hobby was assigned the job of ‘“pre- 
planning.” When General George Marshal] asked her to 
suggest a woman who might become first director of the 
WAAC, Mrs. Hobby submitted a list of 12—all nationally 
known women in administrative posts, ranging from college 
presidents to advertising executives, each chosen for leader- 
ship, experience and ability.

Stimson. Thus at the age of 35, Oveta Culp Hobby became 
the first womarl colonel] in Army history and director of the 
history-making WAAC, which a year later became the WAC.

Politicians met him at civic 
banquets—an amiable little man 
who never seemed to be able to 


coast to coast, on the other hand, 
knew him as Three-Finger Brown 
and a surprising number of them 
had his name and telephone num- 
ber in their little black books 
when they were arrested. 

Finally, Rudolph Halley, ace in- 
terrogator of the Kefauver com- 
mittee and now president of the 
New York City Council, recently 
called Luchese the successor of 
Frank Costello as king of gang- 
sterdom. . 

Recently the New York State 
Crime Commission started dig- 
ging into the real Luchese story, 


It was a fascinating yarn. 


There is nothing particularly 
colorful about Luchese’s exterior, 
He is 53, but could pass for 30. 
He is small and somewhat 
chunky; five feet two inches tall 
weighing 130 pounds. He is 
pleasant and quiet, like most 
wealthy men. And Luchese is 
wealthy. How wealthy he would 
not specify, but wealthy enough 
to donate $1000 to a college in 
1949, have his company give an- 
other $1000 to another college 
and sometimes buy 20 tickets to 
political or charitable affairs at 
$100 each and give the tickets 
away. 

The hearings before the crime 
commission got a little confusing 
at times—Luchese himself man- 
aged to keep from testifying pub- 
licly—but by the time they were 
over, he was stripped of his an- 
onymity and labeled as the heir 
to the throne of Frank Costello, 
successor to dope chief Lucky 
Luciano, a power in gambling and 
possessor of such formidable .in- 
fluence that he could reach into 
high political circles to exact fa- 
vors through his many friends. 

Luchese was not pleased by 
these disclosures. 

“This is ruining my business,” 
he said. 

Suddenly shadowy, unobtrusive 
Thomas Luchese found himself 
notorious. And just as suddenly, 
while agents of the FBI, the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, the Nar- 
cotics Bureau of the United States 
Department, the New 
York State Income Tax Division 
and the New York State Parole 
Board were moving in on him for 
questioning, Luchese disappeared. 

United States Attorney General 
James McGranery, having set the 
wheels in motion to strip Luchese 
of his citizenship as a prelim- 
inary to deportation proceedings, 
ordered a nation-wide manhunt 
by the FBI. Luchese, 10 days 
later, walked.into the New York 
office of his attorney and short- 
ly thereafter was served with pa- 
pers calling for his denaturaliza- 
tion, the first step in deportation 
Then Luchese 
dropped temporarily from sight 
again, leaving behind with his 
lawyer a signed statement in 
which he said that “at the proper 
time and place, I shall tell the 
whole story of this persecution 
which initiated in the brains of 
certain political adventurers who 
set out to destroy me.” 

Even though there are gaps in 
the Luchese story, as the authori- 
ties know it, that leave some in- 
triguing questions unanswered, 
they feel they have pieced to- 
gether most of It.

ORN Gaetano Luchese at Pa- 
Biermo, Sicily, home of the in- 

famous Mafia, on Dec. 1, 1899, 
he was brought to New York by 
his parents Nov. 20. 1911. He 
grew up in Harlem where Frank 
Costello, now in the penitentiary, 
was one of his playmates. 

Luchese’s first’ brush with the 
law and the only charge on which 
he was ever convicted came on 
Oct. 2, 1921 when he was arrested 
for automobile theft. Sentenced 
to three to 10 years in Sing Sing, 
he was 26 years old when he was 
released from prison. Federal 
agents say that he soon became a 
leader in the E. 107th street mob 
which was notorious for its deal- 
ings in narcotics.

Thomas Luchese, Now Awaiting Deportation Hearings, 


Named by Authorities as Successor to Frank Costello - 


Sent a Son to West Point and a Daughter to Vassar 


up on a murder charge when 
three bullets cut down one Louis 
Cerasula but was released by the 
police after six days of question- 
ing. By 1930 he was in the ‘“wine- 
brick” business. *‘Wine-bricks,” a 
prohibition dodge, were slabs of 
dried raisins which when im- 
mersed in water for a certain 
period produced a _ fermented 
liquid of revolting taste but con- 
siderable authority. Luchese 
shared his wine-brick office on 
Broadway with one Joseph Pin- 
zolo. On Sept. 5, 1930, Pinzolo 
was shot dead. Luchese prompt- 
ly disappeared and he turned up 
five days later with his lawyer 
at the DA’s office. A homicide 
charged was placed against him 
but was later dropped, 

During this period, according 
to investigators, Luchese was 
rapidly expanding his influence 
in the underworld. With the 
blessing of Jimmy Hines, powers 
ful Tammany leader who was to 
serve nearly four years in prison 
for selling political protection to 
the late Dutch Schultz and his 
Harlem policy boys, Luchese sup- 
posedly took over the reins of a 
powerful mob.controlling Man- 
hattan’s lush garment district. In 
September of 1931, he was once 
again involved in a killing. Sal- 
vatore Maranzano, under federal 
investigation as the alleged di- 
rector of a big alien smuggling 
ring, was murdered in a Park 
Avenue office. Luchese claimed 
that he just happened to be in 
an outer office at the time and 
knew nothing of the murder, 
which is still on the list of un- 
solved crimes. 

As his diversified activities in 
the garment district prospered, 
Luchese branched out. He ovwened 
part of the Casino de Paree, 
which years ago was operated 
by a choice little mob, including 
Sammy (Whitey) Sperber, a char- 
acter with. a long record of 
arrests as a dope pusher. Luchese 
is credited with the invention of 
a highly original method of deal- 
ing with competition from other 
night spots. Luchese, it is said,

would dispatch some of his men 
to the New York waterfront on 
rat-trapping expeditions.

Over the years, while moving 
up in power in the underworld, 
Luchese continued to bolster an 
ever more convincing front as a 
solid citizen. For his family he 
built a $60,000 yellow brick ranch 
house at Lido Bea¢h, Long Island, 
His daughter, Frances, now 20, 
was enrolled at Vassar. His boy 
Robert, 23, got an appointment 
to West Point and beeame an 
Air Force officer.

N addition to the “summer 
| retreat” on Long Island, which 

has three master bedrooms and 
a 20-by-40-foot living 
Luchese also maintains a “town 
house” on Parsons boulevard on 
Malba Park in Queens. To his 
neighbors, he was the quiet, like- 
able secretary-treasurer of the 
garment firm of Braunell, Ltd. 
Incorporated in 1946, Braunell’s, 
an organization doing a $1,000,- 
000-a-year business brought Lu- 
chese the major part of the 
quarter-million dollar income he 
reported from 1942 to 1951 and 
on which he paid $70,000 taxes. 


Luchese was never suspected 
by his neighbors and respectable 
friends as being anything but a 
prosperous manufacturer, a good 
father and husband, and a gen- 
erous fellow always willing to do 
some needed favor or ‘chip in for 
a good cause. 


On the first day of the crime 
commission hearings into his af- 
fairs, Luchese attended a8 a spec- 
tator; on the second day he was 
missing. But the commission at- 
torneys were armed with 583 
pages of testimony they had 
wrested from Luchese in pre- 
vious private hearings. 

During the hearings it develop- 
ed that Luchese, just as Costello 
and many of his other acquaint- 
ances of whom questions had 


room, 


been lately asked, had an extreme- 
ly faulty memory. I don’t know,” 
he kept saying, or “I can’t think 
of it,” or “I don’t recall.” 


It alse became apparent that 
he was a man of considerable 
sensitivity. He was sensitive, for 
instance, about his name. When- 
ever he went anywhere important, 
he said, he liked to spell it with 
a “k” and pronounce it “Lukaysy.” 
It seems that when he was up 
in the pen years ago the boys 
nicknamed him “Cheese” to rhyme 
with “Luchese” and the habit 
irked him. 


Asked about a reported $8900 
in gambling winnings in 1945, 
Luchese was hurt by the sugges- 
tion. 


“I don’t even know how to 
play cards, for your information,” 
he testified. 


Asked about an acquaintance 
in the narcotics racket, he pro- 
tested: 

“I don’t know what business he 
was in until it comes out—you 
get so disgusted you don’t want 
to go no place any more. And 
then I found out and said, ‘Gee, 
I still have to meet people like 
that’!” 

Some fairly colorful facts did 
come out of the 583 pages of testi- 
mony, To wit: 

1. Luchese’s claim to friend- 
ship with Federal Judge Thom- 

s F, Murphy, Mayor Impellit- 
teri, United States Attorney 
Myles Lene, former Representa- 
tive Vito Marcantonio and 
State Supreme Court Justices 
James B. M. McNally, Irving 
Saypol, and Arthur Schwartz, 
as well as many leaders of Tam- 
many Hall for the last 10 years. 


2. Testimony of Supervisor 
George White of the New Eng- 
land Division of the Bureau of 
Narcotics that Luchese is be- 
lieved to be the chief of Charles 
(Lucky) Luciano’s dope distribu- 
tion ring in the United States. 
Luciano, deported by the Unit- 
ed States, now lives in Italy. 

3. Luchese’s admission that

from New York to California,

And it was brought out that it 
was ex-Congressman Vito Marcan- 
tonio who appointed Luchese’s 
son to West Point. 


It all didn’t mean a thing, 
Luchese assured his questioners. 


“You could have went over and 
shaked hands,” he told them of 
the highly placed personages he 
was forever running into. “You 
just get any politician—and you 
can even find them in back of 
your door to get your vote. I mean, 
we're not babies, we know that.” 


So circumspect was Luchese in 
his slow but sure rise to boss of 
the underworld that only two or 
three pictures of him were to be 
found when the story of his dou- 
ble life broke. Little is known 
of his childhood ahd early youth, 
although legend has it that he 
was working in a munitions plant 
in World War I when he lost the 
index finger of his right hand, 
Sometimes later when he was be- 
ing fingerprinted while using the 
name of Thomas Brown, a detec- 
tive was said to have remarked: 
“Look who’s in now—Three Fine 
ger Brown!” The detective was 
playing on the name of the Chi- 
cago Cubs’ famed three-fingered 
pitcher Mordecai Brown of an 
earlier day. 


When sentenced at Riverh 
L. L, in 1922 on the auto 
charge Luchese described him 
self as a grocer. 

He’s come a long way since 
then, but it’s a pretty fair bet he 
isn't happy.

Characteristics Necessary for Space Crews

EVELOPMENT of a race of 
upermen would aid space 


travel just as it would aid the 


Navy in manning its atomic sub- 
marines. 


But it would be doing a dis- 
service both to the Navy and to 
scientists so earnestly studying 
space travel problems and to 
suppose that supermen must be 
developed before the submarines 
ca~ operate or space rockets be 
built, 


Actually, there is a tremendous 


group of young men in the coun-, 


try With the special attributes 
required for submarine and space 
travel service. The demands of 
modern warfare have required 
“supermen” in the sense that 
special physiological and psycho- 
logical needs were required, and 
those mex have been found. 


Now the Navy is seeking spe- 
cial characteristics for the crews 
of nuclear-powered submarines. 
These characteristics are not un- 
like those needed for space 
travelers. 

For the submarine service the 
Navy is selecting a crew from 
1500 highly selected Navy offi- 
cers. The men will have to be 


perb physical powe r 
stamina and above all they will 
have to be terribly sane. 

Even then the submarines will 


be painted in delicate pastels 
to make them more habitable and 
other measures will be taken to 
reduce fatigue and to eliminate 
all claustrophobia tendencies. 
How long these men will remain 
undersea is only a guess but this 
writer believes that as a stunt 
one of the first trips will be 
circumnavigating the earth un- 
derseas. 


Here the similarity between 
submarine and space station 
changes. The men in the sub- 
marine can, in an emergency, al- 
ways surface. However, their 
counterparts in a space station 
will ‘not be able to return to the 
earth when they desire. When 


the first rocket noses skyward the 


men in the rocket are there. for 
the duration and must learn toa 
live with themselves and with 
each other if they are to suc- 
ceed and survive.

THERE WILL BE _ constant 
sources of anxieties and apprehen- 
sions present in the rocket trips. 
These anxieties will be greater 
for the men who remain in the 
space station while their compan- 
ions leave for their trip back to 
earth. 

The men in the satellite station 
will live under the constant threat 
of disaster. There will be pos- 
sible disaster from meteors and 
from radiations in space. For the 
men who eperate the ferry rocket 
there will be the epastant threat 
of crashing. 


In this supercharged atmos- 
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the battle started the men forgot 
their anxieties and showed a nor- 
mal behavior pattern. They dis- 
covered that activity—no matter 
how dangerous—was tolerable but 
prolonged, inactivity was difficult 
to bear. 


Men under battle conditions 
vary considerably in their ability 
to withstand pent-up tensions.

phere even the steadiest and most 
normal man will occasionally 
break down.

There are 12 orchestras in the 
nation that operate with larger 
‘budgets than St. Louis. In quality 
of performance the local orches- 
tra ranks no lower than sixth or 
seventh. This is an opinion, to be 
sure, and it’s an opinion that can- 
not be substantiated by statistics. 
Most musicians, however would 
agree to such a rating. 

x *« * 

IN THE MATTER of programs 
the orchestra’s record has been 
far from ideal and this column 
has drawn attention to that fact 
many times, Programs for the 
present season, however, are 
much more catholic in taste and 
more representative of the avail- 
able body of music than at any 
time in recent years. Improve- 
ments are possible, certainly, and 
without additions to the budget. 
I believe that the artistic direc- 
tor, Viadimir Golschmann, and 
the Music Committee could show 
more enterprise and imagination 
and one of the ways of doing 
it would be to undertake a little 
long range planning. Honegger’s 
“Jeanne d’Arc,” for instance, 
is a contemporary work that 
has attracted much attention 
in New York and Philadelphia 
and there is no reason why it 
shouldn't be tried here. 

Pro however, are a 
source of complaint everywhere. 
Virgil Thomson has frequently 
charged that the whole American 
symphonic repertory consists of 
50 pieces; and Mr. Thomson is 
writing from New York. 

With all said and done the 
Symphony Orchestra is still play- 
ing programs made up of the best 
in the literature and with a com- 
petence that enables the listener 
to make a just estimate of the 
work being performed and derive 
satisfaction from it. The perfor- 
mances are certainly on much the 
same level of skill as in Leipzig, 
Copenhagen, Glasgow, Minneap- 
olis or Los Angeles and none of 
these cities is a musical desert.

MR. SIMMS SHOULD also re- 
mind himself of the Bach Society 
which gives splendid, perform- 
ances of the great Bach choral 
works every season at Christmas 
and in the spring. There are few 
cities in the nation where Bach is 
performed with such dedication of 
spirit and such gratifying musical 
results. The St. Louis Philhar- 
monic Orchestra is one of the out- 
standing non-professional orches- 
tras of the country and its activi- 
ties, from the cultural viewpoint, 
cannot be measured merely by the 
technical skill of its public per- 
formances. The St. Louis public 
also has opportunities for hearing 
the world’s best solo recitalists. 
The chamber music program is a 
little thin. The quality is of the

IN OPERA, ST. LOUIS. has 
little to offer of a professional 
standard. But Mr. Simms is again 
mistaken if he thinks that St. 
Louis has but a “fraction of other 
cities’ opera seasons.” - With the 
exception of New York and San 
Francisco the operatic situation is 


much the same as in most other | 
~ 


American cities. There is 
Metropolitan season (and I hope, 
with Mr. Simms that it will. be 
continued) an occasional visit 
from a touring company and a 
considerable activity among stu- 
dents and amateurs. Undoubted- 
ly there is a wide and growing in- 
terest in opera here as every- 
where but the satisfaction of this 
interest, I am sure, will not come 
through a continuing subsidy of 
the Metropolitan Opera. First of 
all the Metropolitan repertory is 
bound to be conservative. Such 
an institution cannot afford to be 
experimental even in New York. 
Then again the locally supported 
effort always means more in cul- 
tural terms. Logically opera 
should grow in St. Louis through 
an extension of the Symphony So- 
ciety’s activities.

On the subject of planes, the 
public has decided that a plane 
has only one sound, and that’s 
the one people hear from the 
ground while watching a plane in 
flight, Foley said the sound men 
have discarded recorded plane 
sounds in cabins and cockpits 
and use the sound «recorded on 
the ground below planes in flight.

ANTA’S. pack this year will be crammed with books that 


should insure a balanced reading diet for children of alle 


ages. The editors of juvenile books have seen to it that the 
season’s new titles cover all fields—the scientific and the non- 
sensical, the realistic and the fanciful, the alphabetical and the 
classical and the biographical and the instructional. The books 
are as varied in format and content as they are in illustration 
and age appeal and browsing through a fair number of them is 
almost certain to lead to a pleasing choice for any child. 


Matching the right book with 
the right child is the trick, 
and in this endeavor we might 
well heed the pedagogue’s in- 
junttion, “Begin where the 
child is.” Following this sug- 
gestion, we select the small 
fry’s tome with an eye to his 
interest and stage of advance- 
ment, or lack of it, and pay less 
attention to chronological age. 
The adult who gives a little 
time and thought to his selec- 
tion will be doubly rewarded 
when he discovers, in his quest 
of books for the bairns, several 
which abound in adult appeal.

Every spurt has been 
brought about by mechanical 
inventions drastically reducing 
the cost of manufacturing 
books, and each has used an 
existing system of mass dis- 
tribution—the first and second 
newspaper, the present one 
magazine. 

The First Paperback Era was 
made possible by newspaper 
presses. Inventions and im- 
provements to make them com- 
mercially useful had been pil- 
ing up for 40 years. Paper 
could: now be made and type 
could be set by machine in- 
stead of by hand. Electrotyp- 
ing and stereotyping processes 
had been developed, and fast

Mickey Spillane’s first book, 
I, THE JURY, sold 700 copies 
in hard covers and 2,500,000 in 
Signet’s paperback reprint. Sig- 


net reprinted Spillane’s THE 
BIG KILL in a 3,000,000-copy 
first edition, for which the 
author. received a royalty of 
$45,000, which he had to split 
50-50 with his hard-cover pub- 
lisher. ‘William C. Lengel, ed- 
itor-in-chief of Gold Medal 
Books, which buys only origi- 
nals, said of this payment to 
the original publisher: “Twen- 
ty-two thousand, five hundred 
dollars is a hell of a price to 
pay for a cardboard cover.” 

Mr. Lengel’s Gold Medal 
Books may be the answer to 
the surge-and-submerge history 
of paperback publishing—the 
idea of publishing originals 
only. 

The revolutionizing Gold 
Medal is doing is, for instance, 
exactly what the average book 
author is waiting for. He has 
been earning $2000 a year from 
writing books. Gold Medal 
pays an advance of $2000—on 
its Giants, $2800—for a first 
printing of 200,000 and another 
$1500 for every additional 
printing of 100,000. The au- 
thor gets the addition as sooa 
as the new edition is nrinted, 
instead of having to wait six 
months or longer, as with hard- 
cever and _ reprint-paperback 
publishers, Average earnings 
of its authors are $6000 a book, 
and many earn as much as 
$25,000.

HY aren’t more paper- 

backs better, and why are 

so many of them so bad? 
The answer is complicated but 
some of it is fairly plain. 

At magazine stands, drug 
stores and railroad stations the 
hired help treat paperbacks 
with the same indifference they 
bestow upon the gum-vending 
machines, They deal with pa- 
perbacks as though they were 
magazines, to the extreme of 
taking “old” ones off the racks 
and scrapping them when 
“new” ones come in. 

At book stores purchasers of 
paperbacks are frequently treat- 
ed-(if my own experience is any 
guide) as though they were 
taking the bread out of the 
mouth of the proprietor, the 
clerks, their families, heirs and 
assigns.

Reviews were at once most 
gratifying.

EVERAL recent and popu- 
lar books have been aimed 
directly at this dilemma, 
The disease of treason may be- 
come epidemic in a society, and 
one searches for any insight en 
the type of mind that is sus- 
ceptible to it. An early study 
was Rebecca West's account of 
the treason trials in England, 
and her keen analysis began to 
open our eyes to the danger for 


society of an unstable tempera-' 


ment and rootless intellect,*like 
that of Fuchs. More recently, 
Whittaker Chambers and Ar- 
thur Koestler have revived the 
topic in “Witness” and “Arrow 
in the Blue.” They have laid 
open their reformed souls for 
everybody's scrutiny, Chambers 
with a deep emotion, end Koest- 
ler with a precision worthy of 
a psychoanalytic study. 

Their books present in sharp 
clinical detail two case histories, 
the one of a man burning with 
a desire to become a “witness” 
to a faith, the other of a mind 
torn between dream and’action. 
Both men were, at one time, de- 
voted Communists, and both are 
intellectuals. How easy is it 
for the fanatical witness, like 
Chambers, or the idealist and 
fool for causes, like Koestler, 
to become an active enemy of 
society? 
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HE answer is to be found, 
T perhaps, not in the intellect 

so much as in the vagaries 
of the temperament motivating 
it. Even a superficial reading of 
“Witness” and “Arrow in the 
Blue” suggests that the two 
men have much in common and 
that these common traits are 
shared by others, less fortunate 
than they, who have been 
branded as traitors, Koestler, 
who refers to his book as “the 
chart of an experimental neu- 
rosis produced in the laboratory 
of our time,” sums up part of 
the neurosis in a sentence. “Mix 
in a mortal,” he writes, “an 
acute sense af loneliness with 
an obsessive thirst for absolute 
values; add to this ah aggres- 
sive temperament, sensuality, 
and a feeling of basic inse- 
curity ... ; the result will be 
a fairly toxic poison.” 


If we examine this formula, 
we find at least two of the com- 
ponents of treason, and the oth- 
er two, a love of secrecy and @ 
total devotion to ideas, can 
readily be added. Listed in or- 
der, they are these: (1) Personal 
insecurity, homelessness in a 
world of people; (2) A Mes- 
sianic mood that takes all in- 
justice as a “personal affront;

NSECURITY: For his feel- 
ing of insecurity, the indi- 
vidual is seldom responsible, 
since the beginnings of it go 
back to early childhood.. Most 
of us, say the psychiatrists, are 
more or less insecure but sel- 
dom to the point of feeling 
alone in a hostile and alien 
world. But Whittaker Chambers 
grew up, by his own confession, 
miserably aware that his fam- 
ily was poor, and fearful be- 
cause some members of it were 
emotionally unstable. Arthur 
Koestler was an only and lone- 
ly child, seared of the family 
parlour-maid, terrified by doc- 
tors, ill at ease even with his 
friends. If such a terrified child 
is dragged with the family from 
place to place, he makes no 
friends and lives isolated in his 
own bitter thoughts.

HE MESSIANIC MOOD: 
To rebel against injustice 
is part of the duty of any 
citizen. But when a man con- 


ceives of every sign of injus- 


tice as directed against himself, 
he is developing a “Messianic” 
outlook. He thinks of himself 
as the Messiah, and he bears 
the world’s ills on his own 
shouldezs. 

He agrees with Omar Khay- 
yam that, if he had power over 
the sorry Scheme of Things, he 
would shatter it to bits and re- 
mold it nearer to the heart’s de- 
sire.

NSPIRACY: Such a person, 
(Coorever, is usually timid 
and finds comfort, as all of 
us do, in the company of others.

The mood of thé conspirétor 
is not, in itself, a serious men- 
ace, and ordinary citizens en- 
joy it to some extent. It helps 
to knit together a gang of boys 
on the streets, It is responsible, 
among other motivations, for 
fraternities and clubs and 
secret societies. The ritual of 
secrecy—the password, the se- 
cret message, the code, the 
masks and clothing that distin- 
guish the members—these may 
be as innocent as the intimacies 
of family life in our society. 

But the love of the furtive 
for its own evasive sake, be- 
cause of fear, or because the 
stealthy move is always pre- 
ferred to the action that is open 
and free—this kind of secrecy 
is a mark of something strange 
in a man. He comes, as Cham- 
bers has pointed out with 
thorough frankness, to admire 
the kind of organization that 
consists of a cell within a cell, 
each’ one linked darkly to an-. 
other more remote and more 
powerful. He prefers dealing 
with a faceless agent to talking 
directly to somebody he knows. 
He even goes so far in his love 
of the devious as to worship the 
very discipline of secrecy by 
which treason operates.

At the point where, seeking and 
making his hypothesis either in 
science or philosophy, he de- 
parts from the tradition, is sep- 
arated as an individual from the 
continuing local human scene 
of which he is a part, his hy- 
pothesis must be examined with 
more than ordinary care. A 
great idea in the wrong head 
may be dangerous, and a great 
intellect in a rootless indi- 
vidual may lead to disaster.

diers, to industrialists, 
labor leaders and _ scientists, 
each with a notion of how the 
United States can win the cold 
war with Soviet Russia. In this 
book a philosopher raises his 
voice. 

He is trying to take a fresh 
look at the world, to see if he 
can discover some things about 
the current difficulties others 
have missed, some things which 
might lead to a solution of 
some of those difficulties. 
Northrop begins, as you might 
expect a philosopker to begin, 
with a statément of the prob- 
lem. .- 

The real problem, as he sees 
it, is less the winning of the 
cold war than the reconcilia- 
tion of mankind. To the non- 
philosopher,, this may seem 
even more difficult; but recon- 
ciliation of men takes place at 
various levels. Two men on an 
automobile assembly line may 
have opposite political convic- 
tions, yet they may agree to 
co-operate for purposes of bolt- 
ing together the parts of an 
automobile. 

Is such a limited reconcilia- 
tion possible for nations? 

ei, wee, , 

N the face of it, no. Two 

nations, each with unlim- 

ited - national ambitions, 
recognizing no higher authori- 
ty, do not seem likely to come 
to any very lasting agreements. 
Nor is recent history very en- 
couraging to the notion that 
sovereign nations can be 
brought under a higher author- 
ity and a higher law. 

There is, however, 
Northrop, another 
peace:

This movement, 
which is occurring before our 
eyes, consists in starting with 
the absurdly large number of 
present national political units 
and stepping first to a rela- 
tively smal\ number of cultural 
political unit3\What makes this 
possible is the fact ... of the 
decline of nationalism and the 
rise and resurgence of cultural- 
ism.”

Y “culturalism,” Northrop 
Becers to mean the assertion 

of a common tradition and a 
common sé¢t of values as the 
basis for political unity. The re- 
surgence of “the Arab and 
Islamic nations acting as a 
single bloc” is the clearest ex- 
ample. 

The world, having grouped 
itself into seven “cultural 
units,” will then guarantee for 
each “cultural unit” the right 
to develop along its own path, 
undisturbed by the others. 

It is fairly easy to demon- 
strate that. Northrop’s ‘‘solu- 
tion” raises many difficulties. 
He suggests for instance, that 
both the United States and 
Russia submit “that part of 
their life which is _ interna- 
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tional in character” to an “in- 
ternational legal institution, 
without the reservation of a 
veto.” But separating interna- 
tional from domestic affairs of 
any nation, and more particu- 
larly a totalitarian nation, is 
impossible. 


Furthermore, not only is 
Russian Communism expand- 
ing but, as Northrop notes, 
“the final aim of the Commu- 
nists is the complete antithesis 
of the preservation of the na- 
tive culture.” If Russia could 
be dissuaded from pushing out 
and destroying, much if not all 
of the “cold war, problem” 
would disappear without the 
aid of any such solution assthat 
suggested here. 

eS 
RTHROP, however, shows 
a great deal of new insight 
nto the world problem. What 
he has done is to take his earlier 
work, “The Meeting of East and 
West” and apply it to a con- 
crete situation. In the process 
he shows very well that much 
of what we have identified as 
“nationalism” is indeed ‘‘cul- 
turalism,” especially in the 
Middle East. The implications 
of this finding are profound, if 
not so immediately rewarding 

as Northrop suggests. 

Furthermore, Northrop’s 
analysis is sharp and clear, 
when he criticizes George 
Kennan, for instance, for his 
excessive preoccupation with 
power politics. It is good, too, 
to have his easy demonstration 
of the absurdity of Communis- 
tic theory, “dialectical mate- 
rialism,” seeking to mix oil and 
water—Hegel’s idealism with 
Feuerbach’s realism. 

Most of all, Northrop has 
continued the discussion of the 
problem of merging cultures. 
This is indeed a key problem 
to the troubles of the modern 
world. Whether its solution is 
the one Northrop suggests or 
not, a solution must be found 
for Occident and Orient to get 
along, in peace and for mutual 
enrichment.

His love 
for Lucy marked a noticeable 
turning-point in Clyde’s life, 
for it became his primary aim 
to live up to Lucy’s high stand- 
ards of character and ‘Virtue.

T HE leading characters of 


the second generation are 

Lucy’s two children by her 
first marriage; Bushrod, the 
wastrel, and Cary, who grew to 
be a charming and beautiful 
woman. But her marriage to 
a young Creole blueblood fore- 
tells a tragic episode which is 
followed by several more at 
Cindy Lou. 

Cary has a son, Larry Vin- 
cent.

He watched 
Mustafa Kemal forge a modern 
state out of the old Ottoman 
Empire. He was in Tokyo for 
the ominous decade before 
Pearl Harbor. 

Fragments of this experience 
are contained in this book ed- 
ited by Walter Johnson of the 
University of Chicago and Mr. 
Grew himself from 168 bound 
volumes of diary and records. 
This is the story of a great 
career and the reluctant emer- 
gence of the United States from 
isolation, indifference and irre- 
sponsibility. 
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R. GREW began diplo- 
M matic life in 1904 with an 


appointment as deputy 
consul general in Cairo. His 
climb in the service really be- 
gan, however, when President 
Theodore Roosevelt appointed 
him as third secretary of our 
embassy in Mexico City. 

That break came immedi- 
ately after the President. was 
told the story of Grew’s en- 
counter with a tiger in- India. 
The hunter had wiggled into a 
cave after his quarry. Guides 
lighted torches and he sudden- 
ly discovered | the tiger less 
than four feet away. The first 
shot blew out the torches; two 
more fired in the dark put an 
end to the tiger which measured 
10% feet long. Such a man 
was an obvious choice for Ted- 
dy Roosevelt. 

* * * 

NECDOTES like this charm 
A tx pages of Mr. Grew’s 

book, but the amount of 
humor steadily declines with 
the passage of pages and time, 
The diplomat’s record of the 
last years before Pearl Harbor 
is grim and humorless, an un- 
written testimony to the sense 
of impending disaster which 
saddened this sensitive and 
friendly man. 

The earlier sections, how- 
ever, contain some delightful 
stories of diplomatic life. Grew 
tells of one instance when as 
Minister from the United States 
he was being taken for his first 
audience with the Queen of 
Denmark. He mistook the Mis- 
tress of the Robes for the 
Queen and went through most 
of the proper ceremonies be- 
fore the mistake was discov- 
ered: “If I ever start a court 
I shall have each personage 
carefully placarded for the in- 
formation of arriving diplo- 
mats, thus: ‘Marshal,’ ‘Mistress 
of the Robes,’ ‘King,’ ‘Queen’.” 

* * * 

R. GREW’S chronicle re- 
M veals the surprising fact 

that our German embassy 
staff in 1914.believed “that this 
war was carefully cooked up by 
Russia, England and France.” 
That opinion changed quickly. 
In his foreword the author 
writes: “It shocks me profound- 
ly to remember that ... most 
of us in the embassy in Berlin 
accepted the Germcn point of 
view, hook, bait and sinker, for 
in those dramatic days we were 
unused to war and war propa- 
ganda.” 

Vivid descriptions of people 
and places are special rewards: 
“Clemenceau in his gray cot- 
ton gloves which he never took 
off, rapping with a paper cut- 
ter to maintain silence, his high 
cheekbones, his frequent 
gleams of humor as when he 
said: ‘The only thing we aren’t 
taking from Germany are the 
Kaiser's pants.’”

UCH of Volume II covers 
M tte period 1932-42 when 

Grew was.our Ambassador 
to Japan. The tone of this sec- 
tion changes perceptibly; the 
words are cold and footnoting 
assumes formidable proportions 
as the diplomat and the‘ histo- 
rian together argue a serious 
case. Mr. Grew suggests that

we could not check Japanese 
imperialism with moralisms. 
But we were unwilling to 
threaten them with violence, 
so we had to accept their ex- 
pansion until our economic em- 
bargo of 1941 forced Tokyo to 
choose either a diplomatic set- 
tlement or war. 


In 1950 when hindsight chap- 
ters were written, Mr. Grew 
was convinced that a meeting 
he had urged between Prince 
Konoye and President Roose- 
velt in the summer of 1941 
could have prevented war in 
the Pacific. Yet his on-the- 
spot reports from Tokyo over 
a decade support the position 
that Japanese ambitions could 


not be satisfied on conditions.

TH his disciplined and 
Woerer-mace first novel en- 

titled “The Hunt,” Warren 
Carrier has woven into the 
fabric of a relatively simple 
Gothic tale several complicated 
and provocative designs which 
lift his short work from. the 
ordinary and single it out as 
the product of an adult mind, 
straining, perhaps, but strain- 
ing for meaning in life. 


In barest framework, “The 
Hunt” is an account of a day 
and a night on a Wyoming 
mountaintop where Christopher 
has fled after killing his father.

George and the woman whom 
he had accepted reluctantly as 
his mistress, Josephene., 


As the three wait in a bare 
cabin for the posse below to 
ascend the mountain, the 
events- that have put them 
there and the forces that have 
shaped their characters are di- 
vulged in an ingenious series 
of dream sequences, flashbacks 
and internal monologues. 
Christopher, first an extraordi- 
narily sensitive boy revolted.by 
his father’s sordid unfaithful- 
ness to the mother he wor- 
shipped, then later the uncer- 
tain idealist and college in- 
structor victimized by his wife 


and cuckolded by his brother, | 


finally rises up in a rage and 
strikes the drunken  foul- 
mouthed old man down and 
flees to the mountain retreat to 
be followed by Josephene and 
George. George wants justice, 
Josephene wants Christopher 
to surrender and plead self- 
defense.

EORGE, greedy and an

Josephene, the lonely woman

Christopher, 
after a life of failure and sub- 
mitting to events instead of 
making them happen, achieves 
near-perfection in the act of 
‘suicide. Josephene, repulsed by 
her own and Christopher’s pur- 
poseless university life, feels 
that the sudden climax of 
Christopher’s crime might force 
their union by freeing him 
from his wife. And all through 
the book, there is a feeling of 
urgency: you can’t wait; do 
something, anything, but don’t 
wait, 
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THIN its limits, “The 
Wiisxe’ is probably an ac- 
7 curate expression of cer- 
tain’ universal conditions of the 
mind. Some of Mr. Carrier’s 
literary devices give the novel 
the appearance of a tour de 
force in modernism. Yet its 
power on the story level alone 
is considerable, leading straight 
to its violent climax. And his 
merger of poetic symbolism and 
realism creates a depth of char- 
acter development which de- 
mands that we accept his peo- 
ple as genuine, implausible 
though many of their acts may 
be.

GOOD many years ago 
A Somerset Maugham 

shocked theatergoers with 
the curt announcement that he 
would write no more plays. 
Those who dismissed it as a 
mere prima-donnaish farewell 
that would be - reconsidered 
were mistaken: Mr. Maugham 
was as good as his word. Now, 


‘in his preface to his complete 


short stories, he imparts the 
melancholy tidings that he has 
written his last short story. 

Perhaps it was to be ex- 
pected, for Mr..Maugham is an 
old and a sick man, But it is 
sad to realize that one of the 
greatest storytellers of the 
twentieth century has finally 
laid down his pen. And what 
a magnificent corpus of achieve- 
ment it is—91 stories that range 
the world for mattér and char- 
acter, all of them graced by 
the same excellence of style, 
sureness of construction and 
urbanity of mood that have 
come to’ be synonymous with 
the name of W. Somerset 
Maugham.

Perhaps the best way for the 
American reader to approach 
these little effusions is to look 
upon them as Cooke Christmas 
stories and let it go at that, 


Mr. Cooke can be a funny 
fellow when he tries, and he 
tries hard with Santa Claus. In 
the first story he puts Santa 
Claus through a department 
store and a Manhattaf&’ night 
court, In the last he presents 
him as a mysterious stranger 
who visits the Leme of a Hud- 
son Valley squire, named Ram 
Van Dam and who (believe it 


or not) thereafter comes to be 
known as That Dam Ghost. The 
middle story, unlike the ham in 
the sandwich, largely overlooks 
Santa and is, I fear, the poorer 
for it. Instead Mr. Cooke gets 
involved with a movie actor, a 
psychiatrist and such like, who 
don't really belong in a Christ- 
mas story at all, even an Amer- 
ican one, 


If Mr. Cooke keeps showing 
up in unexpected places like 
this, don’t be surprised if he 
appears among your Yuletide 
gifts on Christmas Eve with a 
red coat and a long white beard.

Of Washington 


this extensive installment, 

five of the seven volumes 

of Dr. Freeman's monumental 
biography of Washington are 
now in print. It can be said 
again that here is a truly not- 
able event in American histori- 
cal and biographical writing. 
The first two volumes, which 
came out four years ago, dealt 
with the young Washington 
through his service in the 


French and Indian War. A year 


ago the third and fourth vol- 
umes presented respectively 
“the planter and patriot” and 
the “leader of the revolution.” 
Volume V covers the period, 
May 1778 through December 
1783, when Washington told his 
officers goodbye at Fraunces’ 
tavern. Only 16 years of Wa~'i- 
ington’s life remain to be ac- 
counted for. 

The new volume reports mili- 
tarily on the Monmouth cam- 
paign of June 1778, and the 
Yorktown operations, which, 
with the help of France, 
broucht victory over Cornwallis. 
Dr. Freeman emphasizes the 
role of France in his subtitle 
for it is his belief that “French 
aid in troops, money, military 
knowledge and seapower was 
responsible for the victory at 
Yorktown that swung British 
parliamentary opinion to ad- 


vocacy of peace.” Thus he 


-s 


makes the main thread of the 
volume the effort of Washing- 
ton to bring about full co- 
operation of the French. 

A grim passage tells of the 
winter, 1779-80, at Morris- 
town, N, J.. when Washing- 
ton’s troops robbed farmhouses 
of food so badly was the hungry 
and half-naked army provided 
for. After comparing. the two 
winters, Dr. Freeman concludes 
that the privation at Morris- 
town was far worse than that 
two yccrs earlier at Valley 
Forge. 

The climax of the. volume is 
an appraisal of Washington as 
man and commander. Dr, Free- 
man says that “those biogra- 
phers of Washington who knew 
him personally did not err in 
the emphasis they placed on 
the moral element of his lead- 
ership.” Indeed he adds: “Even 
Parson Weems, though he per- 
p¢etuated several absurd stories, 
“ces much nearer the truth in 
h's precentat‘on of Washing- 

Son's youth than some of the 
‘debunkers’ have been.”

June 1943, he became secretary- 
general in the Army Ministry 
‘and was the key man in a wide- 
‘spread reorganization of the 
armed forces. 

Before long, he was, serving 
as Vice President, Minister’ of 
War and Secretary of Labor. In 
the Labor Department he built 
his political power by personally 
attending the wants of the work- 
ers, pushing through higher sal- 
aries, lower working hours and 
other benefits. 

Built Election Machine 

Peron’s work in the Labor De- 
partment assured him an elec- 
tion machine that swept him 
into the presidency at the polls 
in February 1946. Once in the 
presidency, many of the chores 
of dealing with masses were dele- 
gated to his. wife, Eva, then only 
27 years old, 

Eva Peron paid almost no at- 
tention to the social life usually 
associated with the nation’s First 
Lady. The Perons rarely enter- 
tained formally, Any luncheons 
or dinners they gave were pure- 
ly political, usually stag affairs 
for labor leaders, politicians, 
students or others of the Per- 
onista organization. 

The President’s wife held sway 
over the labor organizations Per- 
on had built. She called herself 
a bridge between Peron and the 
people and worked at it long 


She founded the Eva Peron 
Foundation and built it into an 
enterprise handling millions a 
year. from private contributions 
and tax money. The. funds went 
to build and operate hospitals, 
train nurses, help children, old 
folks or other needy ones in em- 
ergencies. Details of its opera- 
tions never- were made public. 
| Peron has made it clear that 
‘he never could attend person- 
ally. to all the vast political 
problems handled by his wife. It

Non-Italian Pope 

The possibility of the election 
of Catholicism’s first non-Italian 
Pope in four centuries, which 
seemed strong in the earlier post- 
war period, now is believed al- 
most to have vanished. In the im- 
mediate postwar period Pope Pius 
himself was understood to have 
been among the many who con- 
templated willirigly the idea of a 
non-Italian pope. But sentiment 
now, according to informed 
‘sources, has returned to the idea 
that the tradition of Italian popes 
should be continued. 

Italians normally are rather 
world-minded people, but many 
other countries breed too marked 
a local national spirit, Vatican 
circles have decided. France, 
which will have the second largest 
national group of cardinals in the 
new college—six—is one of the 
nations cited as notably national- 
istic. 

Four Spanish cardinals, it is 
understood, will be considered 
representatives of a nation where 
too hard a spirit often is fos- 
tered. The two German cardinals 
would face too strong resistance 
from France and other countries

Floats are limited to 
60, and will illustrate “Melodies 
in Flowers.” 

Poinsettias in Southern Cali- 
fornia are Jack -the - beanstalk 
giants compared to the potted 
plants grown indoors through 
eastern winters. They grow as 
big bushes and hedges, bursting 
out high overhead into vivid 
splashes of scarlet. Avalon on 
Santa Catalina Island holds a 
Poinsettia Festival. 
holds a city-wide judging of the 
best poinsettia grown in the resort 
community beside the border. A 
solid 15 acres of commercial poin- 
settia farm is a mass of color be- 
side Sunset boulevard on the ride 
from Los Angeles to the sea. 

The unique date harvest is 
underway in the “Arabia of Amer- 
ica,” near Palm Springs and Indio. 
What looks like a green cloud 
above the sands and cactus turns 
out to be the level top of a garden 
of stately date palms. Visitors 
can watch the pickers at work, 
and sample fresh dates, date 


malted milks, and date candy. . 


PICTURESQUENESS 
OF ITS EARLY DAYS 


More than 600,000 vacation- 
bound Americans are expected to 
visit colorful San Diego during 
ithe coming year. Since over 
$50,000,000 is contributed to the 
city’s income every year by tour- 
ists, San Diego has made a con- 
scious effort to retain the pictur- 


esque serenity of its Mexican be-| 


ginnings. 

Site of the first mission estab- 
lished by Fra Junipero Serra on 
El Camino Real, the city is lo- 
cated 16 miles north of the Mex- 
ican border and 128 miles south 
of Los Angeles.

Cabrillo National Monument,

San Diego’s beaches offer fine 
surf bathing, and sports fishing 
is a popular diversion for thou- 
sands of visitors each year.

HILD WELFARE authorities are watching with 
interest the operation of a new institution in 
southwest St. Louis that is the first of its type 

in the country. It is the Methodist Children’s Home 
of Missouri at 3715 Jamieson avenue, a two-story 
apartment-style building where 40 homeless young- 
sters live in an atmosphere and setting which ap- 
proximates about as nearly as le a normal 
private home. Its program of child care is as mod- 
ern, functional and flexible as the contemporary 
physical plant—and both are far removed from the 
old fashioned “orphans’ home.” 

The $300,000 building, designed specifically to 
fill the demands of the improved institutional care 
program, houses four large apartments, each iden- 
tical in plan, attractively furnished and pleasantly 
decorated. Each has a living room, dining room, 
kitchen, two bathrooms, four single bedrooms, two 
triple bedrooms and a bedroom and adjoining bath 
for the houseparents. The children, most of whom 
come from homes broken by illness, desertion, 
divorce or death of one parent, live in family 
groups of 10. A “family” may be mixed or all boys 
or girls, depending on age and the sociological 
purpose in view. 

Each child is treated as an individual and is 
given affection and sympathetic understanding. He 
is made to feel he is part of a family and member of 
a household in which he can take personal pride. 
A child may have his own bedroom or share one 
with two others, according to his preference and 
need. Chores are discussed and assigned. The 
children, who range in age from 5 to 16 years, 
attend nearby public schools; they can bring home 
neighborhood friends and visit school chums. The 
oldest boys and girls are permitted “dates.” 

The husband - wife houseparents in each apart- 
ment are known to the children as mom and dad. 
Each housefather is regularly employed else- 
where, goes off to work in the morning and comes 
home in the evening, as in any normal home. The 


housemother prepares breakfast for her “family,” 
mends clothes, nurses cuts and bruises, discusses 
personal problems and oversees the operation of 
the family unit. She provides the motherly care 
necessary in every good home; her husband con- 
tributes to the stability and tone of the environment. 

Apartments occupy the two wings of the rec- 
tangular three-unit building, which is located on a 
two-acre tract in an attractive neighborhood. The 
central unit contains on the first floor the adminis- 
tration offices and a large central kitchen; on the 
second floor are a recreation room and storeroom, 
and in the basement a central heating plant, laun- 
dry, and fully equipped workshop. Lunch and eve- 


ning meals are prepared in the central kitchen and > 


sent to the apartments by dumb-waiter, allowing 
for economy in food purchase and preparation and 
maximum free time for the housemothers to devote 
to their “families.” 

The building, designed by Architect Harris 
Armstrong, combines the economies of operation 
and maintenance of the old congregate-type insti- 
tutions with the social advantages of the more 
modern cottage system. While many authorities 
advocate the.cottage plan, in which groups of eight 
to 12 children live with houseparents in separate 
homes on the same grounds, the land and building 
requirements and the costly operation and upkeep 
of the system are beyond the financial means of 
most privately supported institutions. 

The idea of putting the cottage plan under one 
roof was developed by the board of managers of 
the Methodist an Home Association of Mis- 
souri. When the old Methodist Orphan Home, as 
the institution had been known since its founding 
in 1865, moved into the new building a year ago, 
the name was changed in the interest of accuracy 
and to avoid the unpleasant connotations of the 
term orphanage. There isn't an orphan among the 
40 boys and girls now residing at the Home—a 
word that has real meaning for each of them.

R THE FIRST TIME in 80 years, one civilian has suc- 

ceeded another as President of Mexico. The inaugura- 

tion of Adolpho Ruiz Cortines as successor to Miguel 
Aleman marked another first for that period—a civilian Pres- 
ident had served out:his full six-year term. 

The growing maturity of Mexico, whose revolution against 


dictatorship is only three decades past, has been evidenced ° 


by the substitution of ballots for guns as a means of political 

on. President Ruiz Cortines has said he will continue 
the program of orderly social and economic advancement 
begun by General Cardenas when he was President from 
1934 to 1940. 

Last July's presidential election also showed indications 
that the country may develop a strong two-party system. It 
now has one major party, the Party of Revolutionary Institu- 
tions, and three minor ones. Although Ruiz Cortines is cred- 
ited with 74 per cent of the votes, some of the races for 
Senate and Congress were very close, and in these the op- 
position parties polled a greater total than PRI. 

Ruiz Cortines, son of a customhouse agent, has been a 
Government career man most of his life, is a former Gov-

The son of a former mar- 
quis who renounced his title after World War II, Ikeda 
was selected in July, 1951, to become Yori’s husband. 
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The Ikedas look out the picture window of their $5500 
home. The cottage has modern Western furniture. 
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HE FORMER PRINCESS YORI, 21-year-old daughter of Em- 
peror Hirohito of Japan, has settled down to her new role 
as wife of a Japanese dairy farmer. Yori and her com- 
moner husband, Takamasa Ikeda, who is 25, live in a newly 
built four-room cottage on their four-acre ranch in Okayama, 
Honshu Island, supervising the cows, chickens, canaries and 
other assorted livestock. However, her status as commoner, 
acquired when she married Ikeda last October 10, has not 
completely wiped out her aura of royalty. The Ikedas hold 
so much public interest that a sight-seeing bus runs to the 
ranch, and the couple is constantly showered with gifts. 

The ranch, large by Japanese standards, is well stocked 
with five cows, four calves, eight goats, 1500 chickens, 40 
pigs, 100 ducks, 50 dogs and several thousand canaries. A 
staff of 15 persons helps look after the place. Ikeda started 
farming three years ago, says he is not yet making a profit. 
His best money-maker at present is canary raising; he air 
freights 200 to birds a month to the United States. 

Mrs. Ikeda lost her royal allowance of $1800 when she 
became a commoner, but the lady-in-waiting she brought with 
her from Tokyo is still on the imperial payroll.

Palestine during the Israel-Arab war in 1948 are on their 

fifth year of homelessness. Destitute and despairing, 
they are scattered through the Middle East, living in tents, 
caves, make-shift lean-tos, mud tenements and even holes in 
the ground with sticks for roofs. Some are being cared for 
in refugee camps, where they have rudimentary shelter, health 
care and limited educational facilities, but many are left to 
get along as best they can. 

More than half of the displaced persons are in Jordan, 
poorest of the Arab states; most of the remainder are in Leb- 
anon and Syria. Their care constitutes a heavy burden on 
the economies of these under-developed countries, despite the 
United Nations’ $263,000,000 relief and rehabilitation pro- 
gram, largely financed by the United States. 

After a tour of the Arab refugee settlements, Ambassador 
Edwin A. Locke Jr., special representative of the United States 
State Department in the Middle East, warned that the stra- 
tegic region might be lost to the West unless the problem was 
settled quickly. He said the refugee situation, both because 
of its economic aspects and the resentment it engendered, 
made the area a fertile field for Communism.

ling soup. Martha Lix of Deaconess Hospital uses the old 
recipe in a way that she finds eliminates the element of 
chance. The soup as she prepares it may be served as a. 
main dish or in small cups as part of almost any type dinner. 


a * Miss Lix begins the dumplings by squeezing the water 
from bread which has been soaked about 10 minutes. A 
8 beaten egg, flour, parsley and seasonings are added to the 


bread. Marrow is removed from beef marrow bones, ren- 
dered, and five tablespoons of it are added to the bread mix- 
ture. If desired, the dumpling dough may be stored in the 
refrigerator and cooked just before serving. 

For the soup stock, the bones from which the marrow 
has been removed are used, with carrot, celery, a 
matoes, onion and any other vegetable desired. 
are added to taste. Dumplings are dropped in strained soup 
stock when it is just at boiling point, but not bubbling, so 
that dumplings will not br while cooking. They are 
simmered gently for about 10 minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: Dumplings—tTen slices stale bread, one 
quart water, one egg, three tablespoons chopped parsley, 
marrow from one and one-half pounds of bones, one teca- 
spoon salt, nutmeg to taste, one-half cup flour. Soup stock— 
Bones (after removal of marrow), one carrot, one onion, one 
or two ribs celery, few sprigs parsley, large can tomatoes, 
salt and pepper to taste, enough water to make three quarts 
soup. These amounts will make six generous ions.

The story of Capt. Mitsuo Fuchida, Japan’s air ace 


« « - today, he is becoming a Christian missionary! 


SAN JOSE, Calif. 

11 yvears aco. this morning, 183 

Japanese fighters, bombers and tor- 

pedo planes throbbed through the 

skies above the Pacific Ocean north 
of Hawaii. , | 

Gradually,the clouds below them bright- 
ened with the rising sun. But .the planes 
were fiying blind above the dense blanket, 
relying only on instruments to take them 
to their destination—Pearl Harbor. 

In the lead bomber, a thin, tense com- 
mander fiddled with radio dials. Suddenly 
he heard snatches of American jazz. Turn- 
ing the antenna, he discovered the flight 
was five degrees off course. 

Still worried about the clouds below him, 
the commander altered course. 

Then he heard the voice of an American 
announcer bringing the people of Hawaii 
their morning weather report: “Partly 
cloudy, with clouds mostly over the moun- 
tains. Cloud base at 3500 feet. Visibility 
gooa....* 

The commander switched off the radio. 
He knew now he could get down under those 
clouds. A few minutes later, he was looking 
down at peaceful Pearl Harbor, crammed 
with U.S. warships. 3 

Commander Mitsuo Fuchida, Imperial 

Japanese Navy, pulled back the canopy of 
his plane. He fired one “black dragon” from 
his signal pistol. The “day that will live in 
infamy” had begun. 
@ Now, fingering a Bible as he sits in the 
rococo “palace” here that is headquarters 
for Sky Pilots of America, a U.S. missionary 
Fuchida’s first-person story of the attack are 
for that journal by Roger Pineau. 


group, Fuchida says simply: 

“My heart was full of hate when I dropped 
those first bombs. I saw them hit the battle- 
ship Maryland, ...” 

For the next six months this man who led 
the attack on Pearl Harbor will be touring 
the United States, speaking words of love. 
For he has come: here to prepare himself 
to be a Christian missionary. 

The story Fuchida tells his American 
audiences is one of the most hopeful to come 
out of World War II. : : 

It begins in the Nara Prefecture of Japan 
where Fuchida was born in 1902. Although 
his father was a teacher, young Fuchida 
was never interested in such a career. 


‘| Had to be One’ 


NSTEAD,HE was torn between returning to 
the soil his ancestors tilled and entering 
military service. In the wake of the 

Russo-Japanese war of 1904-05, young Japa- 
nese were proud of their armed forces. 

“I learned to respect Navy officers,” says 

Fuchida. “I followed them through the 
streets. Such wonderful men they seemed. 


I had to be one.” 


So at 18, Fuchida entered the Imperial 
Japanese Navy Academy. In 1925, as a grad- 
uating midshipman, he sailed into San 
Francisco aboard one of three cruisers on 
a training voyage. Officers and crew, he re- 
calls, were lectured on America’s Oriental 
Exclusion Act which, they were told, meant 
no Japanese could become a U. S. citizen. 
@ “That is when I began to hate the United 
States,” Fuchida says. 

Two years later, as a naval lieutenant, 
Fuchida switched to flying. He learned to 


pilot everything from observation planes to 
land-based bombers. By 1941, he was a full 
commander and prepared for his greatest 
assignment. 

On August 28, 1941, Fuchida personally 
selected 70 Japanese officers for the core of 
the attack force on Pearl Harbor. He is the 
only one of them living today. 

Today Fuchida swears he thought Japan 
had declared war before that morning when 
he first sighted the American warships in 
Pearl Harbor. The Japanese Task Force had 
left Japan in late November. They were in- 
structed to return “in case negotiations with 
the U.S. reach a successful conclusion.” 

A natty dresser with long, glossy, black 
hair and an unlined forehead, Fuchida, at 
50, looks more like a student than a retired 
Naval officer. The only visible mark he bears 
of the war is a scar on his right cheek from 
a wound in the battle of Midway. Yet, he re- 
members vividly details of the first bombs 
he dropped. 

He tells it like this: 

@ “In my flying togs, I entered the opera- 
tion room and reported to the Commander 
in Chief. ‘I am ready for the mission.’ 
Adm. Nagumo stood up, grasped my hand 
firmly and said, ‘I have confidence in you.’ 
@ “He followed me to the dimly lit briefing 
room where Akagi’s (a carrier) captain was 
waiting with the pilots. The room was not 
large enough for all of the men, some of 
whom had to stand out in the passageway. 
On a blackboard were written the positions 
of ships in Pearl Harbor as of 6 a.m., 7 De- 
cember. We were 230 miles due north of 
Oahu. 

@ “On the flight deck a green lamp was 
waved in a circle to signal take off! The 
engine of the foremost fighter plane began 
to roar. With the ship still pitching and 
rolling, the plane started its run. Men lining 
the flight deck held their breath. There were 
cheers as each plane rose into the air. 

© “Two hours later, as my group made its 
bomb run, American anti-aircraft suddenly 
came to life. Dark grey bursts blossomed 
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here and there until the sky was clouded 
with shattering near misses which made our 
plane tremble. Shipboard guns seemed to 
open fire before the shore batteries. I’ was 
startled by the rapidity of the counterattack 
which came less than five minutes after the 
first bomb had fallen. Were it the Japanese 
Fleet, the reaction would not have been so 
quick, because although the Japanese char- 
acter is suitable for offensives, it does not 
readily adjust to the defensive. 

@ “Suddenly the plane bounced as if struck 
by a huge club. ‘The fuselage is holed to 
port,’ reported the radio man behind me, 
‘and a steering-control wire is damaged.’ I 
asked hurriedly if the plane was under con- 
trol, and the pilot assured me that it was. 


‘it Was Almost Time’ 


than another burst shook the plane. 

My squadron was headed for the 
Nevada’s mooring at the northern end of 
the American ‘battleship row’ on the east 
side of Ford Island. We were just passing 
over the bay entrance, and it was almost 
time to release our bombs. 
@ “It was not easy to pass through the con- 
centrated anti-aircraft fire. Flying at only 
3,000 meters (10,000 feet), it seemed that 
this might well be a date with eternity. ... 
e “It was now a matter of utmost impor- 
tance to stay on course. Ignoring the 
barrage of shells bursting around us, I con- 
centrated bn the bomb loaded under the 
lead plane, pulled the safety bolt from the 
bomb release lever and grasped the handle. 


“Nn SOONER were we feeling relieved 


It seemed as if time was standing still. 
@ “It was nearly time for bomb release — 


when we ran into clouds which obscured the 
target and I made out the round face of 
the lead bombardier who was waving his 
hands back and forth to indicate that we 
had passed the release point. Banking 
slightly, we turned right toward Honolulu, 
and I studied the anti-aircraft fire, knowing 
that we would have to run through it again. 


noculars, I saw that the big explosion had 
been on Arizona. She was still flaming 
fiercely, and her smoke was covering 
Nevada, the target of my group. I looked for 
some other ship to attack. Tennessee, third 
in the left row, was already on fire; but next 
in row was Maryland, which had rfot ye 

been attacked. 

@ “I gave an order changing our target to 
this ship, and again we headed into the anti- 
aircraft fire. Then came the ready signal 
and I took a firm grip on the bomb release 
handle. . 

@ “Pilots, observers, and radio men all 
shouted, ‘Release!’ on seeing the bomb drop 
from the lead plane, and all others let go 


their bombs. I immediately lay flat on the 


floor to watch the fall of bombs through 
a peephole. Four bombs in perfect pattern 
plummeted like devils of doom. The bombs 
grew smaller until I was holding my breath 
for fear of losing them. They became small 
as poppy seeds and finally disappeared just 
as tiny white flashes.of smoke appeared on 
and near the ship. 


@ “From a great altitude, near misses are 


much more obvious than direct hits because 
they create wave rings in the water which 
are plain to see. Observing only two such

@ Studying ‘battleship row’ through bi- 


rings plus two tiny flashes I shouted, ‘7'wo 
hits!’ and rose from the floor of the plane. 
These minute flashes were the only evidence 
we had, but I felt sure that they had done 
considerable damage... . 

@ “During the attack many of our pilots 
noted the brave efforts of the American 
flyers able to take off, who, though greatly 
outnumbered, flew straight in to engage our 
planes. Their effect was negligible, but their 
courage commanded the admiration and 
respect of our pilots.... ” 

By the time Fuchida got back to the Japa- 
nese Task Force, he found another flight 
ready to take off for a second blow at Pearl 
Harbor. He advised Adm. Nagumo to order 
the second attack, but the Admiral chose 
to retire. 

Fuchida continued as a combat flier until 
the battle of Midway. At that time, he was 
recovering from an appendectomy in the 
sick bay of a carrier. A bomb struck the ship. 
Both of Fuchida’s legs were broken, and hg 
was knocked into the sea. He was rescued 
and returned to Japan to recover. 


‘Training to Die’ 


pDLY enough, Fuchida credits the 
Q atomic bombing of Hiroshima with 

saving his life. A few months before 
he had been transferred from staff duty. His 
job was to train 1,000 pilots for a suicide 
attack on the B-29 base at Guam. 

The plan was for these Japanese pilots to 
follow the B-29’s as they returned from 
raids over Japan. Each pilot was to land 
behind a bomber, get out of his plane with 
four special bombs and hang a bomb on 
each of the B-29’s engines. 

But, among other things, the atom bomb 
exploded this project. 

@ When American troops moved into Ja- 
pan, Fuchida went back to his native village. 
“All my friends and relatives avoided me,” 
he says. “Everyone seemed to hate Army and 
Navy officers and to blame them for the war 


and the defeat.” SEE PAGE 9

UCHIDA decided to turn his back on 


wife; a son, Yoshia, now 19 in junior 
college; and a daughter, Miyako, now 
15 in high school—and moved to a piece of 
land owned by his forebears. 

There he set about building a house with 
“just these hands.” (As he talks, Fuchida 
gestures with his thin, strong fingers.) Like 
most Japanese, he was careful about placing 
the house so that it would face the sun. 
In keeping with his naval training, Fuchida 
located Polaris, the North Star, to get his 
bearings. 

@ “I had taken sights on that star thou- 
sands of times from the bridges of ships,” 
he says. “But it had never been anything 
more than a guide. It had never meant any- 
thing to me. 

@ “Now I was standing there in the night 
quiet of the country looking at Polaris and 
suddenly I thought: who put that star 
there? That is the first time I had really 
thought of a Supreme Being. It was very 
sudden.” 

Fuchida, whose family had been both 
Shintoists and Buddhists, grew up attending 


‘services of one or the other. But he says he 


can recall no real religious feeling until the 
night he studied Polaris. 

Even then, he had no idea of Christianity. 
It was a “feeling of general supreme being” 
that flooded his mind. “Suddenly, I was no 
longer lonely,’” he explains. 

Immediately Fuchida abandoned his 
plans to live a hermit-like existence on the 
soil. He decided to forgive the people who 
had scorned him and return to a useful life. 

One of Fuchida’s first acts was to agree 
to supply the occupation forces with war 
information. This work brought him into 
contact with many American officers. 

“Then I found out about Christianity and 
also about improved new weapons which 
might make another Pearl Harbor and an- 
other world war possible,” Fuchida says. “So 
I determined to do something to stop those 
things from happening.”

E’D BEEN in business

pository.”’ When the “tin liz- 
zie” came on the market, he 
applied for'a Ford agency, 
but was turned down be- 
cause “we didn’t have a suit- 
able showroom.” 
e “I thought the ‘flivver’ 
had a future,” Scharff says. 
“I figured sooner or later 


everybody would wind up 
owning one. It was a low- 
priced car, easy to repair. 
Matter of fact, a lot of people 
tore their Model T’s apart 
and did their own repairs.” 
@ After Ford stopped mak- 
ing Model T’s in 1927, owners 
gradually got stuck for parts. 
By 1940, practically every- 
body was out of parts. 

Word slowly got around 
that William Scharff had a 
stock of Model T parts, and 
business picked up. 

Today, after 37 years, 
business is—Mr. Scharff says 
—“terrific.” He even gets or- 
ders from Ireland.

@ Bette’s contemporaries, TALLU- 
LAN BANKHEAD and KATHARINE HEP- 
BURN, have weathered ‘similar 
situations, both actresses being 
so stubborn they wouldn’t even 
permit any other actress to un- 
derstudy them. 

Miss BEA LILLIE, now the toast of 
Broadway with her one-woman 
and one-man (Reginald Gardi- 
ner) concert, was onstage during 
the war when notified that her 
son was lost in action. She went 
on with the show... Earlier this 
autumn when the headlines car- 
ried the story of EDDIE CANTOR be- 
ing felled by a heart attack 
shortly after his premiere televi- 
sion program of the year, it was 
revealed that he’d been asked by 
his doctor not to go on.
